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1.    CITRUS  FRUITS  TO  COm  THR0U5H  THE  CANAL  > 

Sicilian  lemons  and  oranges  from  all  parts  of  the  foreign  pro- 
ducing sections  are  shipped  to  all  portions  of  the  v^orld^  often  making 
a  voyage  of  as  much  as  six  weeks^ without  refrigeration.    Before  the 
Panama  Canal  ms  cut  through,  it  is  said  that  California  citrus  fruits 
were  sent  to  New  York  "by  way  of  the  Isthmus,  under  the  most  unfavorable 
conditions,  and  arrived  showing  only  about  seven  per  cent  decay.  These 
facts  have  interested  the  California  fruit  growers  in  the  possibility 
of  developing  ocean  transportation  for  citrus  and  deciduous  fruits  to 
the  Atlantic  seaboard  markets  and  to  foreign  m.arkets.    Recent  advances 
in  freight  and  refrigeration  rates  on  shipments  by  rail  have  contributed 
to  this  interest. 


The  Preservation  of  Fruits  and  Vegetal^les  Section  is  now  investi- 
gating some  of  the  problems  connected  with  shipping  citrus  fruits  throu^ 
the  canal,  in  cooperation  with  the  Citrus  Fruit  Growers  of  California. 
Records  will  be  made  of  all  conditions  affecting  the  fruit  aboard  ships 
in  order  to  obtain  data  upon  which  to  base  recommendations.    The  first 
trip  will  begin  Jan.  10  on  one  of  the  ships  of  the  Luckenbach  Steamship 
Company  bound  from  San  Pedro,  Cal.,  to  New  York,    This  cargo  will  be 
shipped  under  ventilation  but  without  refrigeration  and  the  holds  will 
be  equipped  with,  electric  thermometers  and  other  instruments  designed 
to  properly  record  conditions.     Getting  fruit  through  the  Panama  Canal 
is  difficult  both  because  of  the  tropical  weather  encountered  and  be- 
cause of  the  length  of  the  trip.    Usually  about  twenty  days  are  required 
to  complete  the  journey.    Observations  of  this  sort  will  continue- until 
the  m.ore  important  problems  connected  mth  this  kind  of  shipping  have 
been  worked  out,    California  Fruit  Growers  cooperating  in  these  investi- 
gations are  considering  only  the  i^ierican  market  at  present,  but  if  it 
is  shown  to  be  feasible  some  effort  will  probably  be  made  later  on  to 
place  the  i^erican  grown  citrus  fruits  in  the  markets  of  Europe  and  South 
America,  by  steamship  direct  from  San  Pedro,  Cal. 

The  m.ajor  portion  of  the  expense  of  the  studies  will  be  borne  for 
the  present  by  the  California  Fruit  Growers  Exchange,  which  will  be  repre- 
sented in  the  investigations  by  Mr.  A,  E.  Nelson.    Mr.  Nelson  was  con- 
nected mth  the  Bureau  for  a  number  of  years  and  was_  engaged  in  work 
similar  to  this.    Mr.  L.  W.  Collins,  who  has  just  completed  the  design 
of  heating  equipment  for  standard  heater  cars:  will  represent  the  Bureau.

A  situation  exists  in  the  field  service  generally  -which  has-?; 
been  brought  to  attention  by  branch  offices  and  field  enrplqy'.fes  from 
time  to  time  during  the  past  few  years.    Tt  relates  to  req,ueste inade 
by  visitors  and  received  by  mail  for  information  in  regard  to  agricul- 
tural subjects  not  related  to  the  special  line  handled  by  the  individu- 
al or  branch  office  addressed.    Instructions  in  regard  to  the  proper 
method  of  handling  such  re^iuests  have  been  sought  so  ire«iuently  that 
it  is  believed  an  antioTancement  as  to  the  policy  of  the  Bureau  in  this 
regard  should  be  made. 

The  general  rule  is  ti^t  persons  asking  about  any  line  of  service, 
research,  or  regulatory  work,  other  than  that'  which  is  handled  by  the 
individual  or  office  addressed,  should  be  directed  to  address  their 
inq.uiries  to  the  proper  branch  of  the  Bureau,  of  Markets  or  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture.    In  case  of  doubt,  such  inq^uiry  may  be  sent 
to  Washington  offices  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets. 

^ere  the  city  in  vifcich  the  inq,uir:.^ is.  made  contains  a  repre- 
sentative or  representatives  of  the  Bureau  "from  T;^ch  information  is 
sought,  the -representative  of  the  Bureau  of  >Iarkets  should  assist  the 
inquirer  in  getting  into-  touch  with  such  a  representative  by  telephone 
or  othenvise.

5.     CLOSINa  OF  BRANCH  OFFICES  ON  STATE  A^ID  LOCAL  HOLIDAYS. 

Before  closing  a  branch  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  on  any 
State  or  local  holiday,  permission  must  be  secured  from  Washington, 

All  project  branch  offices  should  request  such  permission  from 
their  respective  Washington  offices,  and  joint  branch  offices  from  the 
Branch  of  Operation.    Such  requests  should  be  received  in  the  Washington 
office  at  least  one  week  in  advance,  if  possible. 

The  Washington  project  or  division  leaders,  -vi^en  .granting  such 
permission,  should  immediately  notify  the  Branch  of  Operation,  which 
office  will  see  that  all  other  project  or  division  offices  which  might 
be  interested  are  promptly  advised.    When  the  office  to  be  closed  is  one 
which  has  a  leased  wire  service,  all  other  branch  offices  having  leased 
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wire  service  mil  "be  advised  in  order  that  all  necessary  arrangements 
to  provide  for  any  regular  or  special  reports  due  on  the  day  of  clos- 
ing may  be  made. 

6.  Ill  THE  LIBRARY. 

Thirty-one  of  the  states  have  state  marketing  officials  and 
twenty-tvv'o  of  them  are  publishing  an  official  organ  devoted  to  the  sub- 
ject of  marketing.     These  periodicals,  or  sheets,  are  on  file  in  the 
Bureau  Library  and  may  be  consulted  at  any  time. 

The  Monthly  Crop  Reporter,  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Crop 
Estimates,  has  been  issued  xvithout  annual  indexes.     The  need  for  an 
index  led  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  to  make  one  on  cards  during  the 
last  year.    A  copy  of  thds  has  been  obtained  for  the  Bureau  Library. 
It  makes  the  valuable  sijecial  reports  and  compilations  contained  in 
The  Monthly  Crop  Reporter  readily  available  for  use  at  any  time. 

A  bibliograpl^-  and  index  of  the  literature  relating  to  maize 
has  been  compiled  in  the  Library  of  the  United  States  Cepartm.ent  of 
Agriculture  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  G-.  N.  Collins,  of  the  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry.     It  is  on  cards  and  consists  of  about  ^0,000  subject 
entries  and  5,000  author  entries.     This  index  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Bureau  Library  because  of  the  fact  that  the  present  Librarian  ^^'as 
the  ccmipiler,  and  is  available  for  reference  to  anyone  who  is  interested. 

The  publications  of  the  American  Chambers  of  Gorrnierce  in  foreign 
countries  have  been  req.uested  and  are  filed  in  the  Bureau  of  Markets 
Library.     The  3-ctivity  of  the  business  world  regarding  our  commerce  v/ith 
foreign  countries  is  great  at  this  time,  and  it  is  believed,  therefore, 
that  this  collection  -\dll  'oltimately  be  of  great  interest. 

Probably  never  before  in  the  history  of  our  country-  have  so  m.any 
bills  relating  to  agricult-ura  been  before  Congress  at  the  same  time. 
The  Bureau  Library  is  attempting  to  keep  up  with  all  of  those  wrdch 
relate  to  subjects  in  which  the  Bureau  of  Markets  is  ■  interested,  ^The 
bills  them.selves  are  obtained  as  soon  as  available  and  may  be  seen  in 
the  Library.

The  meet- 
ings usually  last  about  an  hour  and  questions  of  interest  to  the  staff 
as  a  whole  are  discussed.    Matters  of  administration  and  improvement 
in  the  service  are  taken  up  at  this  time  and  reports  of  interesting 
work  and  travel  are  made.    For  example,  at  a  recent  meeting  Mr.  L.  B, 
Burk  spoke  on  his  recent  trip  to  South  America.    These  meetings  provide 
a  quick  means  of  bringing  new  comers  in  the  Division  into  touch  with 
the  work,  as  well  as  keeping  individuals  informed  as  to  what  their  co- 
workers are  undertaking.    The  conferences  have  been  held  with  a  fair 
degree  of  regularity  for  the  past  three  years.     They  were  begun  by  Mr.

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1,  HEARINGS  ON  AFPRQPBIATTON  BILLS. 

On  December  30  and  '}!  hearings  were  held  "before  the  Sub-Committee 
on  Agriculture  of  the  Appropriations  Committee  concerning  the  estimates 
submitted  by  this  Bureau  for  the  fiscal  year  ig22.     The  estimates  for 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  which  formerly  were  considered  by  the 
Committee  on  Agriculture  of  the  House,  are  now  considered  by  the  Appro- 
priations Comjiiittee,  in  accordance  -jvith  a  change  in  the  rules  of  the 
House  enlarging  the  Appropriations  Committee  to  35  members  and  m.aking 
it  responsible  for  all  legislation  carrying  appropriations  of  any  kind. 
Printed  reports  of  the  hearings  will  soon  be  issued  and  will  be  placed 
on  file  in  the  Library. 

Mr.  Sidney  Anderson,  formerly  of  the  Agricultural  Committee,  is 
chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Agriculture  of  the  Appr opri at iors  Com- 
mittee.   Governor  Rubey,  also  formerly  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture, 
is  a  member  of  the  new  Sub-Committee,  the  other  members  being  Repre- 
sentatives James  F.  Byrnes  of  South  Carolina,  E.  H.  Wason  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Walter  W.  McGee  of  New  York. 

It  is  not  possible  to  tell  at  this  time  when  the  bill  will  be 
reported  out  by  the  Committee  but  it  is  likely  that  this  will  be  done 
promptly  omng  to  the  enormous  amount  of  business  that  m'j.st  be  transacted 
during  the  present  short  session  of  Congress.

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3.     QUALITY  AM)  TEXTURE  BEING-  STUDIED  BY  THE  GRAIN  DIVISION, 

Just  at  present  the  chief  work  being  done  by  the  little  mill 
which  is  a  part  of  the  Grain  Division  of  this  B-oreara  is  the  testing 
of  wheat  to  discover  the  relationship  between  quality  and  texture. 
Wheat  grains  of  varying  qualities  such  as  dark,  hard,  and  vitreous, 
are  being  selected  out  of  samples  especially  obtained  for  this  purpose. 
When  enough  kernels  of  the  various  types  desired  are  obtained  they  will 
be  ground  and  made  into  bread  in  the  testing  laboratory.    All  of  the 
factors  considered  in  the  grading  of  wheat  are  studied  in  these  experi- 
ments from  time  to  time.    Most  of  the  investigations  ca-rried  on  in 
this  laboratory  are  for  the  porpose  of  obtaining  additional  informa- 
tion on  the  grain  standards  already  established,  though  some  other 
studies  are  also  made. 

The  laboratory,  which  consists  of  a  mill  and  a  bakery,  is  lo- 
cated at  1369  C  Street,  S.W.     The  mill  is  complete  and  approximates 
the  conditions  under  which  wheat  is  ground  commercially.     T-vo  complete 
mills,  requiring  the  services  of  two  miillers  are  operated.     In  the 
baking  laboratory  c-li'  loaves  of  braad  aie  made  under  exactly  the  same 
conditions  and  from,  the  same  formula.    This  little  bakery  is  up  to  date 
in  every  way.     It  is  painted  white  and  kept  immaculately  clean.    It  is 
equipped  mth  a  sponging  cabinet  in  which  the  bread  rises,  and  which 
is  automatically  kept  at  a  temperature  of  89  degrees  Fahrenheit.  The 
baking  is  done  in  an  electric  oven.    In  addition,  the  bakery  is  stocked 
with  complete  apparatus  for  making  all  of  the  required  tests  of  the 
finished  product. 

k,     THE  CHILLING  OF  FLORIDA  TOMATOES, 

The  office  of  Preservation  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  has  begun, 
and  is  planning  to  enlarge  its  experimental  work  on  the  influence  of 
various  temperatures  above  the  freezing  point  in  relation  to  the  stor- 
age and  transportation  of  winter-grown  tomatoes.    For  example,  this 
office  has  sho^vn  that  Florida  tomatoes  ordinarily  freeze  between  3^^ 
and  3i^^-    Ho^vever,  if  mature  green  tomatoes  which  are  normally  ripened 
in  the  northern  markets  at  60  -  TC^F.  are  stored  for  several  days  at 
33''^«  the  formation  of  color  is  noticeably  retarded.    At  the  same  time 
stem  end  infection  from  Phoma,  Alternaria  or  other  micro-organismxs 
seems  to  be  favored.    Such  phenomena, while  a  low  temperature  effect, 
obviously  cannot  be  associated  with  freezing  injury, in  which  process 
the  resulting  injury  is  due  to  actual  ice  formation  wdthin  the  tissue. 
The  above  mentioned  type  of  abnormality  is  properly  designated  as 
"chilling  injury".    However,  the  term  "chilling  injury"  is  of  ten  used 
in  the  trade  in  reference  to  phenomena  produced  by  ice  crystallization. 

Considerable  losses  are  caused  each  year  by  the  chilling  of 
tomatoes  either  in  the  field  or  in  transit.     But  the  symptom^s  are  quite 
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difficult  to  diagnose.    There  is  a  general  opinion  among  the  trads 
tha-t  any  green  or  ripe  tomato  which  shG^;vs  shri"velling  has  "been  chilled. 
Slightly  frozen  tomatoes  m.ay,  however,  exhibit  this  wilted  condition 
of  the  skin.     So  will  tomatoes  held  in  a  dry  atmosphere  at  a  tempera- 
ture of  75^^'  shrivelling  in  this  case  5.s  clearly  the  result  of 
evaporation  and  in  no  instance  is  evidence  of  the  chilled  condition. 
The  characteristic  snrlren  eye  and  infection  at  the  stem  end  along  vath 
the  prono^anced  retarc.ation  in  color  davelopmsnt  are  inciccvtive  of  chill- 
ing injury,  "but  at  present  it  requires  repeated  o"bservations  and  comi- 
parisons  ^vith  normal  specimens  to  insure  a  correct  diagnosis. 

The  fear  of  loss  in  hs/.r>dling  chilled  tomatoes  is  such  that 
dealers  refuse  to  huy  Mexican  tomatoes  which  have  "been  shipped  under 
refrigeration.     Ho^/vever ,  it  has  never  been  sho^m  experimentally  whether 
such  high  tempera  tares  as  are  usually  maintained  in  refrigerator  cars 
would  actually  delay  color  form.ation  and  increase  the  susceptibility  to 
stem  end  infection-     It  is  the  aim  of  this  project  to  show  the  tempera- 
ture and  exposure  15.mits  at  which  the  chilling  of  tomatoes  may  occur 
as  well  as  the  relation  of  the  stages  of  maturity  to  this  condition. 

5.  MABKING  PROFERTY. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  Item  15  of  Information  Circular 
Ho.  2,  Volume  3>  s-^^^  Item  1^  of  Information  Circular  No.  9,  Volume  3» 
in  regard  to  marking  property  with  metal  tags.     The  actual  work  of 
attaching  labels  has  not  been  begun  because  the  first  embossing  machJ.ne 
received  was  delivered  in  a  damaged  condition,  and  had  to  be  replaced, 
and  there  vjas  a  prolonged  delay  in  the  delivery  of  the  escutcheon  pins 
to  be  used  in  fastening  the  tags  to  wooden  articles.    A  supply  of  these 
pins  is  now  on  hand  and  can  be  secured  from,  the  Property  Clerk.  There 
should  be  no  further  delay  in  proceeding  with  the  labeling  of  inventor- 
ial  equipment  in  "Washington  and  in  branch  offices  where  more  than  one 
project  is  represented.

HISTORY  Q?  THE  B7KFAU  0?  MAPKSTS. 

A  brief  "Eifstory  of  th^  r^jreau  cf  Markets,  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agric^jlture, "  by  Miss  C.  B.   Sherman  of  the  Division  of  Market  Inform.a- 
tion  is  now  available  for  liirited  distribution.     The  history  begins  -.^dth 
the  early  interest  in  marketing  problem.s  on  the  part  of  the  public,  -vhich 
dates  back  to  1569,  and  the  resultant  demand  for  a,  government  agency 
dealing  with  the  subject.     The  various  bills  introduced  in  Congress  and 
the  subse:iuent  creation  and  official  developm.ent  cf  the  Bureau  are  tr^^ced 
through  official  publications.     The  entire  history  is  given  in  eleven 
mimeographed  pages.    A  copy  has  been  sent  to  each  field  station  and  one 
to  each  Division  Head  and  Section  Leader.     It  is  also  on  file  in  the 
library  and  miay  be  borrowed.     A  fe-^  copies  will  be  sent  on  request  to 
those  interested.

iDefore  the  Joint  Conference  Comrittee,  wMch  is  -composed,  of  memlDers 
of  both  houses  of  Congress,  at  a  hearing  on  H.  E.  95-1  -^hich  is  >no".Ti 
as  the  Cold  Storage  Sill.     This  hearing  ^7as  also  attended  by  repre- 
sentatives of  Bakers  ar^d  Egg  Breakers,    mr.  Franklin's  testimony  dealt 
'7ith  the  present  sitna-ticn  in  regard  to  the  supplies  of  frozen  eggs. 
Ee  stated  that  there  ^7ere  on  Dec.  1,  19^0,  about  30,000,000  po-onds  of 
frozen  eggs  in  storage.     The  cons-jcrcticn  of  this  product  has  increased 
rapidlj^  -within  past  years,  3^,000,000  pounds  having  been  used  in  19^0, 
19~000',000  po-'jnds  the  year  before  and  1^4,000,000  in  I9IS.    As  only 
about  16,000,000  are  produced  in  this  country  large  imports  are  neces- 
sary.   Last  year  about  27,000,000  pounds  '.^ere  brought  in,  chiefly  frcm 
China. 

The  frozen  egg  industry  is  being  carefully  studied  as  it  is  one 
that  has  been  increasing  in  importance  in  recent  i^ears.     These  eggs 
are  used  chiefly  by  bakers,  although  ice  cream  and  salad  dressing  manu- 
facturers are  also  beginning  to  buy  the  product  in  :iuantity.     The  break- 
ing stock  is  made  up  of  eggs  that  have  been  sent  in  to  dealers  and  are 
checks,  cracks,  leakers  and  dirt^r  shell  eggs.     Such  eggs  constitute  on 
the  average  about  eight  per  cent  of  each  crate.     Th.ese  eggs  i^hich  are 
perfectly  edible  are  purchased  by  egg  breakers,    Eggs  were  formerly 
broken  in  miscellaneous  places  and  under  unsanitary  conditions  but  the 
system  has  been  'vorked  out  by  ^?hich  they  are  nc^  handled  in  immaculate 
plants  and  any  imperfection  instantly  detected.    Usually  the  whites  and 
yoll!:s  are  separated  but  some  dealers  prefer  'vhcle  eggs  so  they  are  pre- 
pared for  commercial  use  in  both  'vays .    After  breaking  they  are  pre- 
served at  a  temperat-iare  of  from  "zero  to  five  degrees  Fahrenheit,  '^'hen 
sold  they  are  solid  and  must  be  tha-^ed  before  using.     The  height  of  the 
egg  season  comes  in  the  spring  and  early  ssirmeT  and  a  large  local  supply 
is  indicated  for  zr.e  year.     'The  imported  eggs  ^vhich  come  from  Criina  are 
for  the  m.ost  part  smaller  than  the  America.©  eggs.     These  eggs  r^an  about 
12  to  the  pound  -vhereas  the  American  eggs  irm  about  11  to  the  po-und. 
There  are  some  fifty  ''Eg^  breakers''  in  the  l'r_ited  States  located  in 
various  parts  of  the  country. 


U.     PRI^^TING  F[T!TDS  LOtT. 

Of  the  sixty-one  publications  estimated  by  tlie  a.uthors  or  their 
representatives  for  publication  bj^  the  Bur':;au  of  Markets  during  the 
fiscal  year  I921 ,  only  t^nty  'vere  submatted  before  Jan.  1.     The  Divi- 
sion of  Publications  has  already  sent  a  notification  that  the  general 
printing  fund  as  a  'vhole  is  so  low  that  Bijreau  allotments  '?ali  soon  be 
merged  and  only  the  m^ore  necessary  manuscripts  sent  to  pres^  d^jring  thi^ 
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fiscal  year,  -unless  a,n  emergency  appropria-^ion  is  secoired  ^"hich  is 
rarely  possible. 

This  suggests  the  advisability  of  ccnrpleting  ais  soon  as  possible 
such  manuscripts  as  are  underlay,  and  also  indicates  the  annual  desira- 
bility of  working  up  available  material  as  early  in  each  fiscal  year 
as  possible.     It  does  not  mean,  hovTsver,  that  undigested  or  hastily 
prepai'ed  material  should  be  hurried  in  for  publication  for  this  causes 
loss  of  time  in  the  end. 

Authors  are  ^arged  tc  continue  to  plan  and  prepare  publications  - 
regardless  of  the  state  of  the  printing  fund  for  m.ore  time  is  al^ys 
consumed  in  such  preparation  than  is  estimated  and  a  manuscript  in  the 
making  new  m.ight  not  be  printed  until  after  July  1  even  if  there  were 
no  q.uestion  of  lack  of  funds.     It  is  urged,  hov;ever,  that  all  manu- 
scripts be  as  concise  as  practicable  and  that  the  editions  be  held  tc 
a  mirJjnum. 


5.  VOYAGE  THROUGH  CAmL  COMENCED. 

Mr.  L.  V^.  Collins  of  the  Preservation  of  Fruits         V==-e tables 
Section  left  San  Pedro,  Gal.,  Jan.  11  on  beard  the       S.  Ol-^aries  E, 
Cramp,  bound  for  an  Atlantic  port  by  way  of  the  nanal.    On  t>-is  voyage 
Mr.  Collins  will  study  the  transit  condition  of  the  cargo  ^hi?h  con- 
sists of  some  sixteen  or  seventeen  hundred  boxes  of  oranges  r^r.d  lemons. 
Part  of  this  cargo  will  be  carried  under  refrigeration  and  part  under 
ventilation.     The  conditions  in  the  holds  and  the  condition  of  the 
fruits  ^dll  both  be  studied,    A  representative  of  the  California  Fruit 
Growers  Exchange,  the  organization  v>rhich  is  cooperating  with  the  Bureau 
in  this  work,  is  also  aboard.     This  experimental  shipment  was  to  hcve 
been  made  on  one  of  the  ships  of  the  Luclienbach  Line  but  was  transferred 
to  the  Charles  H.  Cramp  of  the  Atlantic  Gulf  and  Pacific  Line,  The 
steamer  has  a  fifteen  day  sched^jile  to  Philadelphia,  -hi ch  is  about  the 
same  as  the  haul  by  rail  from  Califorrxia  to  Philadelphia. 

6.  TOBACCO  WAREHOUSE  PEGULATIONS  ISSUED, 

Regulations  for  tobacco  warehouses  under  the  U.  S.  warehouse  Act 
have  been  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Markets  after  careful  consideration 
of  the  points  brought  out  in  the  hearings  on  the  proposed  regulations 
-i^^ich  were  held  in  various  cities.     The  final  regulations  are  contained 
in  Circ^alar  I5U  of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary. 

Tn  order  that  the  regulations  for  the  different  comrrodities  may 
be  readily  distinguishable  those  for  cotton  are  bound  in  cream  m.anila 
covers,  those  for  -'-ool  in  sage  green  and  those  for  tobacco  in  light  blue. 
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7  -     IH  THE  LIBRARY, 

The  Library  has  received  a  copy  of  the  rejjorts  of  all  the  B-arevm 
chiefs  of  the  Department  with  the  exception  of  the  Weather  Bureau  Chief /'.vhos' 
report  has  not  yet  been  received  from  the  printer.     They  are  most  inter- 
esting and  informing  to  anyone  interested  in  knomng  about  all  the 
varied  activities  of  the  Department.    The  Solicitor's  report  contains  a 
high  tribute  to  Mr.  Morrill,  Assistant  to  the  Chief  of  this  Bureau,  not 
by  name  but  in  unmistakable  terms,  and  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  a 
tribute  to  Miss  Sherman. 

The  Bureau  Library  has  obtained,  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
publishers,  the  Federal  Trade  Information  Ser\'"ice.    This  eight-page  pub- 
lication is  issued  daily.     It  is  designed  "to  make  a^vailable  immediately, 
mth  interpretative  matter,  the  important  information  of  the  Federal 
Government  affecting  various  departments  of  corporations  and  barjks ,  at- 
torneys, commercial  organizations  and  others."    We  have  fo-'jnd  this 
service  very  helpful  already  in  supplying  information  as  to  Hearings 
before  Congressional  committees  on  the  bills  in  "*iich  the  Bureau  is 
interested. 

The  Library  has  a  file  of  Hearings  conducted  by  this  Bureau 
which  is  as  nearly  complete  as  we  hxave  been  able  to  make  it.     The  Hear- 
ings date  from  I915  to  I92O.     They  include  hearings  on  live  stock  and 
yardage  rates  at  live-stock  markets  ;  hearings  on  future  and  spot  cotton 
markets,  and  the  cotton  futures  Act;  hearings  on  warehouse  Act,  cover- 
ing grain  and  wool  warehouses;  hearings  on  the  U.  S,  grain  standards 
Act,  on  official  standards  for  wheat,  corn,  rice,  oats,  and  on  cargo  - 
loading  and  inspection;  and  other  mdscellaneous  hearings. 

In  order  that  the  Bureau  may  have  a  complete  file  of  all  hearings 
of  which  stenographic  reports  are  m^ade,  the  Libra-ry  ^orges  that  the 
ribbon  copy  of  such  reports  alwa^^s  be  sent  to  the  Library  that  it  may 
become  permanent  library  property.     By  proper  cataloging  and  indexing, 
these  hearings  tbas  become  available  for  the  use  of  the  entire  Bureau. 
At  the  present  tine  we  know  that  we  lack  copies  of  the  following  hear- 
ings:

As  there  has  been  some  misunderstanding  amon-^  :'-e  ■'.i-i  fi-.-s  in 
this  Bureau  as  to  the  proper  procedure  for  obtaining  DvllP'tl:.^3  .  etc .  , 
from  trie  Division  of  Publications,  the  following  instr^actions  are  given: 

Forms  used  for  req,uesting  publications  may  be  obtained  from,  the 
Market  Information  Division  and  should  be  made  up  for  Ivir .  l^neeler's 
signature  vvdth  an  addressed  frank  attached.    Form  No,  lOA  should  be 
used  for  req.uesting  Farmers'  Biilletins  only.     Form  No.  9  should  be  used 
for  requesting  all  other  publications  su.ch  as:    Department  Bulletins, 
Department  Circ^jlars,  Office  of  the  Secreta.ry  Circ-olars ,  Service  and 
Regulatory  Announcements ,  etc».. 

After  the  requests  have  been  signed  br/-  Mr.  "^heeler  they  are  sent 
to  the  Division  of  "Publications,  which  office  attends  to  the  mailing  of 
the  publications.     This  Division  stamps  the  date  on  v;hich  the  publica- 
tions are  sent  and  returns  the  form  to  the  Market  Information  Division. 
In  case  the  supply  of  the  publications  is  exhausted, that  fact  is  r.cted 
on  the  ret^ornea  form.    These  form,3  are  then  sent  back  to  the  section 
requesting  them  so  that  it  may  be  known  which  ones  have  been  sent  and 
which  have  not.     "Whether  or  not  these  requests  should  be  filed  for 
future  reference  is  then  optional  mth  the  section.    It  is  essential 
that  the  head  clerk  or  someone  taking  his  place  initial  the  requests  in 
order  that  they  may  be  ret-sorned  to  the  section  making  them  out.  Atten- 
tion is  called  to  a  memorandum  from  the  Chief  of  Division  of  Publica- 
tions of  Aug.  25,  1920,  stating  that  publications  cannot  be  furnished 
to  divisions  for  office  lose  in  lots  of  more  than  25  copies,  unless  the 
matter  is  taken  up  in  a  special  x-Tay  with  the  Division  of  Publications.

The  impression  on  the  part  of 
those  who  talked  with  these  representatives  was  that  the  visit  had  done 
r.Tuch  to  establish  imtual  confidence  between  breeders  of  the  United 
States  and  South  American  buyers.     This  is  one  of  the  things  needed  to 
stimu.late  the  comm.ercial  intercourse  between  the  two  co^jintries.

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1 .     APPROPRIATIONS  BILL  INTFOJUCSr  IF  HOUSE . 

The  "bill  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jime  '^C ,  1922,  xvas  reported  "by  Mr.  Anderson 
from  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  Wednesday,  January  I9 •     The  "bill 
carries  for  the  entire  Departi^ient  an  increase  over  existing  appropria- 
tions of  $1,^0^,675,  of  vhich  sum  $1,000,000  is  for  the  National  Forest 
Reserve  Commission,  zc  be  used  for  the  acquisition  of  additional  lands 
at  headwaters  of  navigable  streams. 

So  far  as  the  Statutory  rolls  of  the  several  hui'eaus  are  con- 
cerned, it  s'tated  that  it  ••;as  not  the  policy  of  the  Corairittee  to  allow 
increases  in  salaries,  out  in  some  cases  to  allow  an  additional  num-ber 
of  persons  in  the  higher  grades,  at  the  sam.e  time  reducing  the  n^amber 
of  persons  in  the  lower  grades.     The  rerort  stated  -^hat  it  'vas  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  bureau  chiefs  "ho  appeared  before  the  Com-mttee 
that  this  policy  ^nDuld  result  in  a  higher  degree  of  efficiency. 

A  further  statement  \^as  m,ade  to  the  effect  that  it  was  not  the 
policy  of  the  Comunttee  to  allow  increased  lump  sum  appropriations  for 
investigational  or  extension  \vork  already  being  carried  on.     The  rec^scn 
given  for  this  ivas  that  in  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  Govern- 
ment increased  activities  along  lines  which  present  no  particular  or 
unusual  emergency  could  not  be  justified.     The  item  covering  the  purchase 
and  distribution  of  seeds  has  been  eliminated,  the  Department  having 
recommended  the  elimination  of  this  item  on  several  occasions,  and  h«.ving 
requested  in  the  estimates  that  it  be  dropped. 

The  Bureaus  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  have  been  combined  in 
the  new  bill  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Department, 
and  a  total  appropriation  recommended  for  the  ^vork  amounting  to  $2,939 ,4-rU-, 
a  net  increase  of  $32,079.     The  paragraph  known  as  "Marketing  and  Distri- 
bution" was  increased  by  $26,000,  but  the  establishment  of  separate  item3 
to  cover  "foreign  Marketing  Investigations"  and  "Presei-vation  of  Pood 
Products  in  Tra-nsportation  and  Storage"  was  elimiina-t:ed . 

The  am.o\mt  of  m^oney  available  for  the  conducr,  of  the  market  news 
services  is  approximately  $13,000  less  than  that  available  for  the  present 
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year,  vmile  there  is  an  incre^Lse  for  the  Food  Prod-iacts  Inspection 
Service  of  ap^jroxiirately  $33,000.     -he  appropriation  for  Grain  Stand- 
ardization v^ork  hcts  been  roduced  abcut  $11,000,  while  the  approjiria- 
tion  for  the  Enforcement  of  the  Grain  Standards  Act  remains  at  its 
present  fig^are.     An.  increase  of  $22,000  '«;7ill  "be  made  available  ^or 
crop_  es-cimating  work  if  the  bill  goes  tijrough  in  its  present  form, 
and  $30,000  additional  -Till  be  appropriated  for  the  adniinistratior  of 
the  \vareho-ase  Act.     Since  the  current  appropriation  for  the  latber 
work  is  now  s^'a.pplemented  by  approximately  the  same  amo"i:snt,  ho'."ever, 
there  is,  in  effect,  no  increase.     Provision  is  m.ade  for  the  continu- 
ance of  the  item  covering  the  work  of  the  Tomes tic  ^ool  Section  of  the 
"^ar  Industries  Board. 


2 .     MAK'^.TS  i^!-TI^  CROP  ESTIMATES  TO  POOL  Ii;i?0R^-/[ATI0N 

AMD  Ic^'JE  ST.ATE?:;i^TS . 

A  conference  of  officials  of  different  Bnxeaus  vjas  held  in  the 
office  of  Assistant  Secretary  Ball  Jan.  15  to  consider  the  general  agri- 
cultural situation  ^vith  special  reference  to  the  issuance  of  a  state- 
ment for  publication.     The  discussion  took  a  wide  range,  but  the  sericxis 
slump  in  prices  of  grain  and  live  stock,  cotton,  wool,  hides,  and  other 
farm  products  was  believed  to  be  due  mainly  to  the  rediiced  consuHiption 
and  purchasing  power  of  E-arope .     It  '-a.s  thought  to  be  extremely  doribt- 
ful  v^hether  consumption  will  return  to  prev.ar  volune  for  several  years 
to  com:e.     Per  the  United  States  it  nas  recognized  tmt  wholesale  prices 
as  v/ell  as  farm  prices  had  declined  greatly,  but  that  retail  prices  are 
still  being  maintained  on  a  high  level  by  retailers  who  are  making  a 
desperate  effort  to  avoid  losses  on  goods  bought  at  high  prices.  It 
was  believed  that  if  consumers  refrain  a,  while  longer  from,  buying  freely 
retail  prices  must  come  down.     The  consensus  of  opinion  was  that  the 
Bureau  of  Crop  Estim.ates  and  the  Bureau  of  Markets  should  arrange  to 
pool  their  information  on  world  conditions  of  supply  and  demand,  publish 
the  data  as  soon  as  available  in  the  Ws^ekly  Market  EeiDorter  and  the 
Monthly  Crop  Reporter  regiilarly,  and  once  a  month  prepare  a  general 
review  of  the  situation  vdth  respect  to  the  great  staple  crops  and  prin- 
cipal classes  of  live  stock. 

At  a  conference  this  week  between  the  representatives  of  these 
two  Bureaus  it  was  decided  to  set  up  a  tentative  organization  along 
commodity  lixies  whJ.ch  ^vill  provide  for  bringing  together  all  the  latest 
statistical  information  regarding  each  commodity  and  for  thts  issuance  of 
a  m.onth-Iy  re-t/iew  in  pox:nilar  form  for  immediate  release  to  the  r^ress  and 
publication  in  the  News  Letter.     This  plan  involves  the  employment  of 
comm.odity  specialists ,  each  of  whom  x-dll  be  the  recognized  i-jadsr  of  the 
group  working  on  a  coimiodity  in  the  combined  Bureau  of  M.?.rk.its  and  Crop 
Estimates,  and  be  responsible  for  bringing  together  all  available  data, 
for  their  interpretation,  and  the  preparation  of  the  monthly  review. 
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The  specialists  ^-tv.II  also  rep-'esent  the  Department  in  dealing  v-;ith  the 
public,  especially-  v/ith  or gcini nations  of  prolucers  and  other  factors 
in  the  indattry.     To  he^jin  with  specialists  vvill  bs  designated  to 
report  for  cereals,  cotton,  wool,  beef  cattle  and  miscellaneous  cr^T.s. 
Within  the  Eurea-a  also  standing  committees  will  be  formed  somewhat 
similar  to  th3  Crop  Heporting  l:oard  to  pass  upon  the  data  available 
and  the  practical  conclusions  to  be  dravm  therefrom.     Specialists  of 
other  Bureaus  will  be  Invited  to  sit  ^«Arith  these  committees  in  an  advis- 
ory capacity,  so  that  the  interpretative  statements  in  the  monthly 
popular  review  will  represent  the  best  judgment  of  the  Department  at 
the  tim.e  they  are  issued.     It  is  hoped  that  the  necessary  arrangements 
can  be  made  to  put  the  plan  in  operation  on  a  sm^all  scale  without  del6.y 
and  to  develop  and  expand  the  service  gradually  as  the  status  of  funds 
and  personnel  m.ay  permit.     lb  should  result  in  supplying  to  farmers 
and  bi-.siness  men  periodically,  systematically  and  in  a  forvci  to  be 
readily  ^onderstood  the  latest  information  available  for  each  of  the 
great  staple  crops  and  classes  of  live  stock.     So  far  as  pra^cticable 
attempts  vidll  be  made  to  forecast  the  future  and  to  indifjate  the  prac- 
tical application  of  the  forecast  to  the  production  and  marketing 
problems  of  farmers. 


3 '    MR.  TEMIY  /.F?0 TITLED  A^nSTj^m  TO  TIIE  CHIEF . 

Mr.  Lloyd  S.  Tenny,  who  has  been  appointed  an  Assistant  to  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau,  assuxied  his  duties  Jan.  15-    He  mil  assist  in 
f ormrijlating  and  in  carrying  out  a  policy  of  cooperation  between  the 
Bureau  of  Markets  and  the  state  institutions  dealing  -.71  th  marketing, 
and  between  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  the  other  Bureaus  of  the  Depart- 
ment,   Mr.  Tenny  will  -"andoubtedly  desire  to  consnlt  with  the  Division 
and  Section  Leaders  freely  and  secure  their  advice  and  help  in  this 
imiportant  piece  of  work. 

Mr.  Tenny  served  in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industr^^  of  this  Depart- 
ment from.  1902  to  1910,  and  was  active  in  State  agricultural  work  fromi 
1910  to  1913-     Since  I9I3  i^©  i'^^s  been  engaged  in  the  comm.ercial  develop 
ment  of  nurseries  and  in  the  handling  and  marketing  of  fruit  in  the 
South  and  in  fruit  growing  in  New  York  State.     He  has  served  as  Secre- 
tary-Manager  of  the  Florida  Growers'  and  Shippers'  Lee^gue;  as  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Florida  Growers'  and  Shippers'  League 
as  Secretary  of  the  Florida  East  Coast  Growers'  Association;  as  Vice- 
President  of  the  Eastern  Fruit  and  Produce  Exchange;  and  as  Vice- 
President  of  the  North  Am.erican  Ermt  Exchange. 


h  .     HFATER  CAR  TS?TS  BStnG  IVIADS . 


Mr.  C.  T7.  :iami  of  the  Preservation  of  Fruits  and  Vegetaoi-es 
Project  left  "Washington  Jan.  19  for  the  Northwest  to  takie  part  in  the 
heater  car  experiments  no^  being  conducted  by  this  Bureau.     The  ts=;t 
is  being  ir.ad.e  on  seven  cars  loaded  -vith  apples.    Two  of  thes3  are 
heated  by  means  of  the  floor  heating  system  devised  by  the  BurejiU  and 
the  others  -r/ith  various  ir.odif ications  of  the  system  of  portable  stoves 
now  most  comrronly  used.    The  train  mil  soon  leave  ^enatchee,  ^ash. 
for  Chicago  and  Mr.  Mann  mil  probably  .join  it  at  some  point  in  T'ontana. 

In  the  investigations  to  be  made  variations  of  the  different 
methods  of  heating  'vill  be  compared  under  extreme  low  temperatures. 
The  portable  stoves  are  placed  in  the  bunkers  at  either  end  of  the  cars 
and  burn  either  oil  or  charcoal.     These  m.ay  be  replenished  witho^jt 
opening  the  cars.    The  air  circulation  in  this  type  of  car  is  somewhat 
limi  ted  and  the  purpose  of  the  tests  is  to  work  out  im^provemxents .  '^ith 
the  heating  system  devised  by  the  Bureau  the  heater  box  is  placed  under 
the  floor  beneath  the  door  and  the  warm  air  circulates  through  a  series 
of  floor  ducts.     These  heaters  can     be  adapted  to  burn  oil  or  charcoal 
and  may  be  replenished  without  opening  the  car.     The  system  of  air 
ducts  distributes  the  \varm  air  under  the  floor,  a  point  of  great  impor- 
tance in  preventing  freezing  in  the  shipment  of  fruit.     The  car  ^^as 
designed  chiefly  by  Mr.  L.  F.  Collins,  form.erly  of  this  Bureau,  at  the 
reouest  of  the  United  States  Rail'-Tay  Administration  in  the  hope  of  find- 
ing a  car  that  would  be  suitable  for  cold  weather  shipments  and  also 
adapted  to  -Tarm  weather.     It  is  believed  that  the  car  devised  by  the 
Bureau  mil  fulfill  these  requirem^ents .    Many  of  the  problems  cormected 
mth  the  shipment  of  fruit  in  winter  mil  be  studied  in  the  series  of 
tests  now  being  made  and  any  possible  m^odif ications  of  the  portable 
stove  system.  I'Till  be  tried.    Other  shipments  mil  be  studied  later,  some 
of  which  mil  be  billed  to  St.  Paul  as  well  as  to  Chicago.     The  men  who 
are  conducting  the  tests  are  Mr.  E.  R.  Pailthorpe,  Mr.  V.  G-.  Gibson  and 
Mr.  Edwin  Smith. 


5.     SPACE  CHANGES  TO  55  MADE. 

A  number  of  the  offices  of  the  Bureau  are  to  be  moved  about  in 
the  Bieber  Building,  and  the  Project  of  Preservation  of  Eruits  and 
Vegetables  in  Transit  and  Storage  mil  be  m_oved  over  to  the  second  floor 
the  E  building  at  7th  and  B  streets.    The  details  of  the  varioiis  changes 
to  be  m.ade  in  the  near  future  are  given  below. 

Mr.  C.  ^.  ?!ann's  project,  Preservation  of  Emits  and  Vegetables 
in  Transit  and  Storage,  is  to  be  maoved  from  its  present  Quarters  in 
rooms  cOl,  60P,   5C3,  and  6C4  on  the  sixth  floor  of  the  Bieb^^r  Building, 
to  rooms  5-225,  5-226,  5-227,  and  5-22S  on  the  second  floor  of  the  fifth 
wing  of  the  F  Building  near  7th  and  B  streets,  N."?".    The  laboratory 
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eq;mpment  for  the  Project  is  to  bs  move!  from  a  room  in  the  Warehouse 
Building  at  221  Linvrorth  Place ,  S,F, ,  to  space  adjacent  to  the  -^ 
office  assignment  in  the  F  Building. 

This  will  necessitate  some  readjustment  in  some  present  tempo- 
rary assignments  in  the  F  Building,  involving  the  Stenographic  Sub- 
section and  the  work  of  the  project.  Cooperative  Purchasing  and  Market- 
ing/ 

Mr.  I.  C.  Franklin  will  be  moved  from  his  present  quarters  in 
room  S25  in  the  Bieber  Building  to  room  ^-3^7  on  the  third  floor  of 
the  fourth  wing,  Group  C  of  the  temporary  .State,  War  and  Navy  Depart- 
ment Buildings,  near  6th  and  B  streets,  N.W, 

The  central  office  of  the  Branch  of  Operation,  consisting  of 
rooms  605  and  607,  will  be  moved  one  room  eastward  into  room  603, 
vacated  by  the  project  Preservation  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  in  Transit 
and  Storage. 

Mr.  Snow's  office  will  be  moved  from  room  701  into  room  602, 
also  vacated  by  Mr.  Mann  and  his  assistants. 

The  Time  Clerk  will  move  from  room  702  into  room  601,  vacated 
by  Mr.  Mann's  office. 

Miss  C.  B.  Sherman,  Miss  K.  G.  Rice  ajid  Mrs.  Euth  Montgo-iiery 
will  be  moved  to  the  room  vacated  by  Mr,  Bailey,  room  S07. 

The  room  to  be  vacated  by  Mr.  Franklin,  room  625,  though  not 
immediately  adjacent  to  that  now  occupied  by  the  Crafting  Section,  will 
be  used  for  the  relief  of  the  overcrowded  conditions  in  that  Section. 

Tt  is  expected  that  Mr.  I>.  M.  Estabrook  will  move  into  room  720 
temporarily.    Mr.  Morrill  will  occupy  room  702,  and  Miss  Cox  and  Mr. 
Yohe  ^'^11  be  in  room.  701.    The  inside  cof-rt  rooms  6cU  ar^d  £o6  v/ill  be 
available  for  assignment  tc  projects  which  are  badl^;-  crowded  for  space. 
Under  present  conditions,  the  assignment  of  Mr.  Franklin's  room  to  the 
Drafting  Section  and  the  use  of  certain  vacated  rooms  by  overcrowdad 
projects,  are  upon  a  temporary  basis. 

6 .    DIVISIONAL  INVENTORY  RFPOHTS  DUE  FEBPUJ^Y  1.  1921. 

It  has  just  2ome  to  the  attention  of  the  administrative  offices 
of  the  Bureau  that  in  some  parts  of  the  Bureau  there  seems  to  be  no 
adequate  understanding  in  regard  to  the  divisional  inventory  reports 
to  be  turned  in  to  the  Bureau  Property  Clerk,  upon  February  1,  I92I. 
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Bureau  Memo  rand-am  No.  ISl,  revised,  dated  Januarjr  5,  I92O,  entitled 
"Inventory  Records  and  Statements"  contains  the  following  paragraphs: 

"During  the  next  few  months ,  each  division  of  the 
Bureau  should  bring  its  inventory  records  completely  up  to 
date,  compare  them  mth.  the  property  actually  on  hand  but 
not  listed,  record  as  missing  any  property  listed  on  the 
records  "but  not  found  on  hand,  and  have  the  complete  state- 
ment checked  with  the  Bureau  records.    By  checking  excesses 
reported  by  some  divisions  against  shortages  reported  by 
others  and  executing  the  necessary  transfers,  the  Bi;jrea,u 
Property  Clerk  will  adjust  all  such  discrepancies  and  reduce 
the  shortages  on  each  item  to  a  net  total  for  the  entire 
Bureau.     Such  further  adjustments  as  may  be  required  ^^dll 
then  be  made,  by  dropping  m-issing  proper t?/  fromi  the  inven- 
tory or  by  having  it  replaced  or  paid  for  by  the  persons 
responsible  for  losses,  and  the  Bureau  and  divisiona^l  inven- 
tories -vill  be  complete,  accurate  and  up  to  date." 

"One  year  from  the  date  of  this  memorand"um  will  be 
allowed  for  the  complete  execution  of  this  work.  Beginning 
February  1,  I92I,  and  annually  thereafter,  each  project  will 
be  requested  to  submit  a  complete  statement  of  all  non-ex- 
pendable items  and  equipm-ent  actua^lly  on  hand  on  January  1 
of  eac?i  year.     The  permanent  field  branches  will  be  required 
to  submdt  these  statements,  on  formes  which  will  be  provided, 
to  their  division  heads  in  VJashington  as  soon  after  January 
1  as  possible.    Each  division  operating  permanent  branch 
offices  vvill  maintaixi  a  separate  card  inventory  for  each 
branch  and  the  annual  sta»tem_ents  from  the  branch  offices  mil 
be  checked  by  the  division  against  these  records.     The  state- 
ments furnished  by  the  branch  offices  of  each  division  and  the 
divisional  inventory  of  tem^porary  field  stations  will  be  com- 
bined with  that  of  the  Washington  office  and  the  v/hole  division 
as  a  unit  will  submit  a  report  of  all  non- expendable  property 
actually  in  its  possession.     'The  inventories  of  the  temporary 
field  stations  of  each  division  will  be  carried  as  a  single 
unit.-   These  statements  will  be  checked  carefully  by  the  Bureau 
Property  Clerk  against  the  Bureau  records ,  and  at  som.e  time 
during  each  year,  the  property  of  the  Washington  offices  of 
the  various  divisions  will  be  examined  by  a  representative  of 
the  Branch  of  Operation  a^nd  checked  against  the  corresponding 
items  on  the  latest  inventories  rendered.     So  far  as  may  be 
practicable,  this  also  ^^11  be  acne  in  branch  officer." 

The  special  attention  of  divisions,  projects,  or  other  inde- 
pendent units  of  the  Bureau  is  called  to  the  requirements  of  the  para- 
graphs quoted  above.     It  is  emphasized  that  reports  submitted  by  branch 
offices  and  subdivisions  to  their  divisional  head  offices,  and  the 
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divisional  reports  prepared  for  the  Property  Clerk,  are  to  "be  actual 
physical  check  reports  of  date  of  Deceiuhei*  3^  ^-^^  -^^"t  reports  made 
at  some  previous  time  during  the  year  with  subseo-aent  changes  merely 
taken  from  the  card  records  for  the  rest  of  year  and  added  to  the 
report.     These  reports  should- "be  made  out  on  Form  BM  fl  for  branch 
offices  and  subdivisions.    All  divisions,  independent  projects,  and 
other  units  01  the  Bureau  ^7hich  report  directly  to  the  Chief  should 
prepare  their  inventory  reports  on  Forms  3M  72a  and  72b,  and  transmit 
them  to  the  office  of  the  Property  Clerk  of  the  Bureau  not  later  than 
February  1,  I92I . 

7.    BP.AITCH  0mC5  DI'PECTORY. 

With  this  issue  of  the  News  there  is  being  published  a  new 
Branch  Office  Directory  and  hereafter  all  changes  in  the  Directory 
will  be  announced  as  they  occur  so  that  persons  Iriaving  copies  may 
keep  them  up;  to  date.    In  order  that  this  may  be  done,  it  is  req.ussted 
that  all  projects  having  branch  offices  shall  for\7ard  to  the  Branch 
of  Operation  as  promptly  as  possible  notices  of  all  changes  in  items 
shown  in  the  directory.    Form  BM-^-b  should  be  used  for  this  purpose.

These  tv-o  lines  of  work  when  acco:nplished  will  do 
iBUch  to  place  the  merchandising  of  tobacco  on  a  souiid  basis.    The  ^vare- 
house  reg^jJIations  were  pr.^pared  from  inf onnation  obtained  frcm  extensive 
investigations  and  a  thorougli  study  of  almost  every  phase  of  the  industry. 
Before  the  regulations  rere  finally  formulated,  hea.rings  v/ere  held  by 
Mr.  Qiester  Morrill  c.nd  Mr.  Frank  B.  Wilkinson  of  this  Bureau  in  the 
foil ovving  places:  Danville  and  Richmond,  Va,;  ^''ilscn,  N.  C;  Clarksville, 
Term.;  Louisville,  Ky.;  Hrjritingtcn,        Va.;  Dayton,  Ohio;  Lancaster,  Pa.; 
Eart^ford,  Conn.;  and  New  York  City.    At  these  hearings  much  data  w^is 
obtained  that  -'as  used  in  framing  the  reg^alations ,    The  chief  purpose  of 
the  Act  and  of  the  tobacco  regulations  is  tc  establish  a  system,  of  ware^ 
houses  in  -which  tobacco  may  be  safely  stored  and- through  which  the 
industry  can  more  easily  be  f inaiiced- and  tobacco .miore  advantageously 
ma^rketed. 

Any  public  storage  warehouse  that  adequately  protects  tobacco 
m.a5"  be  licensed,  and  coirpetent  inspectors,  graders  and  weighers  may  be 
licensed  to  perform  service  for  licensed  v/arehouses .    Examinations  of 
the  warehouses  and  the  stored  cor::nodities  will  be  made  at  irregular 
intervals  four  timies  a  yea-r.    The  comipliance  with  standards  of  good 
business  practice  are  substantially  the  requirements  for  licensed  ware- 
housemen-   Great  importance  is  attached  to  the  issuance  of  warei:ouse 
receipts  as  these  may  be  used  as  collateral  for  loans,  and  m.ake 
possible  the  orderly  marketing  of  the  crops.     Since  the  passage  of  the 
Act  more  than  6OO  axplications  for  warehouse  licenses  and  about  3'^0 
applications  for- inspectors,  graders,  and  weighers  licenses  have  been 


Plans  for  establishing  the  tobacco  standards  are  now  being 
f orm.ulated.    The  funds  for  this  '-ork  are  limited  bit  it  is  tho-ight  that 
investigators  will  be  placed  in  the  various  districts  in  -which  the 
different  types  are  grown  to  obtain  suitable  data  upon  v.rl-.ich  to  base 
standards.    This  work  is  being  conducted  "iy  Mr.  Wilkinson,    Whatever  is 
undertaken  xvill  be  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  state  officials, 
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to"bacco  assccic.tions,  dealers  and  manufacturers.    A  general  interest  has 
already  l)eer.  sho^m  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  of  the  states  in  which 
tobacco  is  gro">?n  will  cooperate  in  the  investigations.    Tohacco  will  De 
classified  according  to  its  fomi,  grade,  and  condition.    Grades  will  "be 
T.ade  '-'ith  refa'-ence  to  t^^es.    Many  factors  enter  into  the  n^aking  of 
grj.aes.      Airxong  these  are  size,  color,  texture  and  "burning  qualities, 
Por  the  present  in  connection  with  the  licensed  warehouses  an  official  • 
sample  has  "been  provided  which  in  a  way  takes  the  place  of  grades.  The 
saniples  xvill  be  drawn  and  prepared  in  the  prescribed  way  and  each  will 
be  labeled  and  sealed.  ... 

Although  tobacco  ranks  fourth  among  the  crops  dn  the  United 
States  and  is  worth  about  $1,000,000,000  to  the  people  and  $300,000,000 
to  the  G-oveiTiment  in  revenue,  it  has  aBvays  been  inefficiently  marketed. 
It  has  been  sold  by  private  contract  and  by  public  auction,  both  of 
v/hich  methods  give:  an  advantage  to  the  buyer..  At  auction  saJes  loose 
piles  of  tobacco  are  placed  on  t'r.e  floors  and  hastily  exanined  by  the 
buyers.    This  tobacco  is  not  graded  and  ^'hen  it  is  offered  for  sale 
buyers  are  in  the  position  tc  pay  practically  any  price  they  please. 
The  contract  method  of  sale  is  e g.u2 J ly  "unfair  to  the  producer.  Con- 
tracts, for. such  sales  are  sometimes  m.ade  before  the  tobacco  is  harvest- 
ed and  ".-l^en  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  value  of  the  crop.  In 
many  cases  t-.e  "buyer  is  much  better  informed  about  the  prices  in  the 
market  than  the  producer.    The  fact  that  there  are  no  grades  on  which 
to  bass  the  sale  -^mkes  it  imipossible  for  the  farmer  to  know  whether  he 
is  receiving  a  fair  price  as  he  is  unable  to  make  suitable  comparisons 
with  other  marl-ets.    His  tobacco  is  often  forced  on  the  market  under 
very  unfavorable  conditions,  because  he  cannot  h^^pothecate  it  to 
secure  loans  with  which  to  run  his  farm  under  the  present  systemi  of 
miarketing- 

2.    EXTEUSIQN  ^^ORXEBS  TO  T-^T. 

Extension  directors  from,  all  over,  the  United  States  will  meet  in 
Washington  Feb.  1,  2  and  3  and  will  study  the  work  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.    They  are  coming  here  at  the  invitation  of  Secretary 
Meredith.    It  is  exp-ected.  that  about  hO  states  will  be  represented. 
Many  of  the  sessions  will  be  held  in  the  Hotel  Harrington  which  will  'be 
the  'headquarters.    On  the  first  day  of  the  conference  representatives 
of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  will  speak.    The  openin.^  meeting  will  be 
presided  over  "by  Dr,  E.  D.  Ball,  the  Assistant  Secretary  and  at  10  a.m. 
Secretary  Meredith  will  make  an  address.    This  address  will  be  followed 
by  one  bjr  Dr.  Ball.    Mr.  E.  0.  Montgomery  of  the  Foreign  Marlieting 
Division  of  t"nis  "bureau  will  give  the  last  address  of  the  rcrning,  his 
subject  being,  "The  '"^orld  Market  Situation."      In  the  afternoon  of  the 
same  da.y  Air.  Chester  Morrill  in  charge  of  warehousing  vAll  speak  on 
"Warehousing  and  Standardization"  and  Mr,  L.  E,  Tenny,  Assistant  to  the 
Cbief ,  on  "Cooperation,"      Mr.  Livingston  will  then  present  the  work  of 
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th3  Bureau  of  Markets.    The  remainder  of  the  afternoon  "ill  "be  given 

over  to  the  Office  cf  Fan.:  Management  an.d  addresses  will  be  rrade  c^' 

Dr,  I^.  C.  Taylor,  the  Chief  of  that  office  and  by  other  representatives. 

Dr.  G.  M.  Ronir.el  ,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Aninal  Industry  "vvill 
be  the  first  speaker  the  following  morning.    After  his  address  the 
entire  conference  will  adjourn  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Here 
the  members  will  divide  into  two  groups.    Group  one  will  study  the 
Bureau  cf  Anhmal  Industry  and  Group  two,  the  Bureau  of  Pl^ait  Industry. 
During  the  afternoon  Grc^jp  two  will  study  the  Bureau  of  Anir.al  Industry 
and  Group  one,  Plant  Industry,    That  evening  an  informal  reception  will 
."be  held  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  in  the  main  Building  and  the 
Chiefs  of  Weather  Bureau,  the  Forest  Service,  and  Chemistry  will  present 
the  vork  of  their  bureaus «    Talks  '-/ill  also  be  given  on  "Forage  Situ- 
ation" and  "Somie  Bacteriological  Problem.s*" 

The-  last  day  of  the  m.eeting  will  be  given  over  to'  the  Bureaus 
of  Crop  Estimates  and  of  Soils,  the  Infonrxation  and  Publications  of 
the  Departm.ent,  ?.nd  the  Office  of  Fore  Economiics.     In  order  that  all 
of  this  work  ra,y  be  studied  the  conference  will  again  be  divided  into 
groups  on  this  day.    The  conf ersnce  will  close  on  the  afternoon  of 
Feb.  3 1  vn.th  a  m.eeting  in  the  Hotel  Harrington. 

A  mdm.eo graphed  pamphlet  of  seme  2^  pages  has  been  prepared  for 
distribution  to  these  visitors,  by  this  bureau.     It  contains  brief  out- 
lines of  the  bureau  activities  now  ready  for  use  in  extension  work, 
Minor  eziiicits  will  be  mfade        som.e  divisions  of  other  bureaus. 

3.     SECIiET;^PY  urges  BETTEE  housing  for  DEPi^RTMEMT. 

Secretary  Meredith  has  recently  written  a  letter  to  Senator 
Fernald,  Chairmian  of  the  Sena.te  Committee  on  Piablic  Buildings  and 
Gro-onds,  calling  attention  to  the  inadequate  housing  of  the  Dopartment 
of  Agriculture  and  suggesting  a  building  plan  that  would  in  tim.e  provide 
suitable  quarters  for  the  various  bureaus.    The  letter  states  that  the 
departm^ent  now  occupies  forty-t^vo  buildings,  or  parts  of  buildings,  for 
office,  laboratory,  storage  or  gar;iz;3  r. arposes.    These  are  in  widely 
scattered  locations.    Tlie  ^eathor  Bureau  is  the  farthest  from  the 
Administration  Building,  being  1.6  m.iles  distant  in  an  air  line.  A 
number  of  other  bureau  units  are  on  Pennsylvania  Avenue.    Many  are  in 
tempora,ry  frame  buildings  constructed  during  the  war  and  in  these  the 
fire  risk  is  great.    The  Secretary  calls  attention  to  the  numerous  dis- 
^advantages  and  expenses  that  result  frcr:  this  ■  arrangemeiit ,  including 
large  rentals,  high  maintainance  costs,  difficultj''  of    inter  communica- 
tion and  the  restricted  intercourse  resulting  fromi  the  diffusion  of  the 
units  of  the  bureaus. 

He  suggests  two  building  processes  which  should  in  time  meet 
the  demxands  of  the  situation.    First,  the  construction  of  the  central 
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linic  'between  the  two  laboratory  ouildings  which  were  "built  some  time 
ago  on  the  Department  reservation,    I'Then  this  link  was  planned  it  w^s 
intended  that  it  should  take  the  fom  of  a  domed  structure  which  though 
very  attractive  might  result  in  waste  space.    The  Secretary  has  pointed 
but  that  the  architectural  features  might  he  preserved  and  at    the  same 
time  the  interior  he  utilized  for  offices.    TConstruct-iDn  could  proceed 
without  interference  with  the  v;ork  of  the  Department  as  the  Government 
already  owns  the  site.    Such  a  biilding  would  house  the  Administrative 
offices,  the  Department  Library  and  the  Disbursing  office. 

The  Secretary  also  urges  the  acquisition  of  the  three  blocks 
south  of  the  Department  reservation  and  the  gradiaal  construction  of 
buildings,  beginning  with  the  south  half  of  the  block  and  contiming 
with  the  north  half  when  the  first  is  completed.      This  method  would 
ma.ke  it  possible  for  the  construction  to  proceed  without  interrupting 
the  work  of  the  Department.      The  type  of  building  suggested  is  one 
that  is  plain  though  pleasing  in  appearance,  fireproof  and  furnished 
with  all  sorts  of  up  to  date  equipment.    After  making  adequate 
provision  for  light  and  air  it  would  still  be  possible  to  construct  a 
bailding  sixty  feet  high  and  viith  a  floor  space  of  100,000  feet  on 
each  floor,  a  total  of  500,000  square  feet,  within  this  area.  This 
building  would  house  all  of  the  Departm.ent  of  Agriculture,  even  in- 
cluding the  Weather  Bureau  if  moving  this  should  be  considered  advis- 
able.   It  is  not  expected  however,  that  even  this  plan  would  meet  the 
needs  of  the  Department  in  the  years  to  cane  and  the  Secretary 
recommends  that  provision  be  made  for  continued  expansion. 

It  is  not  probable  that  either  of  these  plans  will  be  taken 
up  at  this  session  of  Congress,  which  is  a  short  and  busy  one, 

ST:J\TDARDIZATI0N  OF  CQimiNERS  . 

The  Standard  Container  Act  fixes  sizes  for  Climax  baskets,  till 
baskets  and  berry  baskets.      Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  m^ore  tr^n 
twenty-five  sizes  of  Climax  (ordinary  grape)  baskets  were  replaced  by 
three;    2  quart,  k  quart,  and  12  quart;  thirty-two  odd  sizes  of  till 
baskets  were  replaced  ^  foux  standard  sizes:     1,  2,  3  and  U  quarts;  and 
the  multiplicity  of  sizes  of  berry  baskets  was  reduced,  in  effect,  to 
three;    l/2  pint,  1  pint  and  1  quart.      There  are,  hovvever,  several 
different  types  of  berry  baskets  still  in  use.      The  law  also  provides 
that  baskets  used  for  the  shipmient  of  fruits  and  vegetables  must  be 
made  in  multiples  of  the  standard  dry  quart. 

This  law  has  been  well  received  "ly  those  whose  business  is  affect- 
ed by  it,  and  in  its  enforcem.ent  the  Bureau  of  Markets  has  had  the 
hearty  cooperation  of  the  mianuf acturers  concerned.      The  effect  of  the 
law  has  been  to  elim^inate  all  "snide"  and  sectional  packages  of  the 
types  affected.    The  shipping,  handling  and  sale  of  comodities  for 
which  these  containers  are  used  has  teen  simiplif  ied,  and  dealers  now  know 
what  to  expect  when  bu^'-ing  goods  in  these  containers  in  distant  markets.

5-     IlNnrENTORY  EECORDS  AND  STATEMENTS. 

An  amendment  to  Appendix  B  of  the  Property  Segnlations ,  dated 
August  7,  '^S^^f  reads  as  follcvvf?:      "Articles  of  putiLic  property  here- 
tofore regarded  as  non-expendable  only  \^-hen  costing  more  than  25  cents, 
will  hereafter  he  regarded  as  non- expendable  only  when  costing  over 
50  cents,  if  intended,  for  use  in  Washington,   or  over  $loOO  if  in- 
tended for  use  in  the  field.*' 

The  use  of  these  limits  as  minima  is  optional  on  the  part  of 
the  "bureau,  hut  they  v/ill  he  observed  1y  it  on  some  of- the  articles 
listed  in  Bureau  Memcrand-um  No.  ISl,  Revised,  "Inventory  Records 
and  Statements,"

V/hen  such  articles  are  purchased  at  a  price  exceeding  ^0  cents,  they 
should  be  carried  on  the  inventory.    This  applies  to  the  field  as 
well  as  Washington. 


6.     IN  THE  LIBRARY  . 

It  nay  be  well  to  make  some  statement  for  the  information  of 
the  Bureau  staff  as  to  the  law  regarding  the  purchase  of  books  and 
periodicals  for  the  use  of  Bureau  enployees  both  in  Washington  and 
in  the  field. 

In  IS9S  Congress  passed  a  law  (3O  Statutes  at  Large,  277) 
restricting  the  purchase  of  books  and  periodicals  "for  the  use  of 
any  Executive  Department  or  other  Government  establishment  under 
an  Executive  Department  at  the  seat  of  Government"  to  appropria- 
tions specifically  authorizing  the  purcliase  of  books  and  periodicals. 
This  law  applies,  of  course,  to  all  the  Departm.ents  of  the  Government 
including  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    Later  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture  in  the  House  took  the  matter  -under  consideration  and 
decided  that  the  purchase  of  books  in  the  Department  should  be 
specifically  taken  care  of  from,  the  Library  fimds  (Offic3  of  the 
Secretary  Ivlem^orandm  62,  January  26,  I91U)  *      This  means  tr.at  no 
Bureau  of  the  Departm^ent  can  legally  p-uxchase  a  book  for  official 
use  in  Washington  from  Bureau  fmds.    All  purchases  m.ust  be  made 
through  the  Department  Library  and  from  the  Library  appropriation. 

The  above  law  has,  however,  been  construed  not  to  prohibit 
the  purchase  of  books  and  periodicals  for  use  outside  of  Washington 
from  Bureau  fmds.      To  quote  again  frcm  Memorandiim  62:

"There  seems  little  question  that  the  purchase  of 
books  and  periodicals  from  the  funds  of  the  Bureaus, 
Divisions  and  Offices  should  be  confined  to  books  for 
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definite  field  stations.    A  statement  to  the  effect 
that  the  books  are  for  field  use  is  not  siifficient* 
It  sbc-ald  be  shov^n  definitely  that  the  bocks  are  to  . 
be  assigned  to  pem^.anent  stations  where  men  are 
located, permanently  and  where  for  obvious  reasons  it 
is  net  practicable  for  them  to  refer  to  books  of  the 
Library  of  the  lepartment.    Some  judgment  must  also 
be  exercised  even  in  such  cases,  for  if  field  stations, 
for  example,  are  located  in  con.i^jnction  -vith  ersperiment 
stations  or  colleges  having  excellent  library  facilities, 
it  seems  reasonable  to  suppose  that  these  facilities 
can  be  used.  In  order  to  carry  out  consistently  this 
policy  and  to  make  the  resoijrces  of  the  Library  as 
nddely  useful  as  possi'ole,  the  follov/ing  regulations 
ccverir^  the  purchase  of  books  for  field  use  from  the 
funds  of  the  Bureaus,  Divisions  and  Offices  of  the 
Department  are  deemed  a<dvisable: 

Pirstr    All  requests  for  the  purchase  of  books  and 
periodicals  for  field  use  shc^ald  be  accompanied  cy  a 
statem.3nt  giving  the  location  of  the  field  station  to 
which  the  books  are  to  be  assigned.    Due  consideration 
should  also  be  given  to  the  library  facilities  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  field  station  in  order  to  avoid 
un^rranted  duplication. 

Second:    iill  books  and  periodicals  purchased  from 
the  funds  of  the  Bureaus,  Divisions  and  Offices  for  field 
use  shall  be  considered  the  property  of  the  Departr.ent 
Library  after  return  to  i^ashington.    All  books  and 
periodicals  previously  purchased  and  now  in  the  possession 
of  Department  employees  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Depart- 
ment Licrary  for  recording  and  stampir:g. 

"Third:    Bocks  and  periodicals  purchased  from  the 
funds  of  the  Bureaus,  Divisions  and  Offices  should  be  in- 
ventoried annually*    Hecords  in  regard  to  them  should  prefer- 
ably be  kept  *ty  the  librarians  of  the  respective  Bureaus. 
Bureaus  not  having  a  librarjr  should  designate  som.e  enployee 
to  take  charge  of  the  records  in  order  that  information  in  r 
regard  to  the  books  belonging  to  the  Department  but  deposit- 
ed in  the  field  may  be  readily  available." 


The  Bureau  Library  borrowed  fran  the  '"isconsin  Legislative 
Reference  Library  at  Madison  a  t^.T-'— i'^'i^sn  copy  of  "iviarketing 
Activities  of  the  Varionj.s  States:    Digest  of  Laws,"  corpiled  qy  Miss 
Hazel  Bram.    This  digest  is  complete  up  to  November  1,  I91S.    It  has 
been  copied  and  is  on  file  in  the  Libra^ry. 
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The  index  on  cards  to  the  ■Jonthlj  Crop  Reporter,  \^ich  has  "been 
previously  noted,  has  "been  "brought  up  to  date  "by  the  addition  of  cards 
for  material  contained  in  the  issues  of  the  Monthly  Crop  Reporter  frcm 
Au.gust  to  December^  I92O.    From  this  time  these  additions  v/ill  "be  re- 
ceived as  issued  each  month  so  th?,i;  the  index  v/ill  "be  constantly  up 
to  date. 

7 .     STATISTICAL  COI^WRENCE  HEI^D  . 

At  the  Statistical  Conference  on  Saturday,  Jan.  22,  Mr.  C.  R. 
Chambers  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  presented  a  paper  on  the 
rela-tion  betv/een  farm  land  values  and  rental  values  in  Iowa.    The  point 
of  special  interest  to  the  Cor^ference  was  the  apparently  contradictory 
res-ults  obta,ined  ty  different  methods  of  classifying  and  analyzing  the 
data,  and  the  discussion  centered  a^'cout  this  point.    The  need  for  great 
care  in  working  with  economic  and  general  price  data  because  of  the 
liability  to  bias  in  such  data,  was  cleai'ly  brought  out  by  the 
discussion.    Another  Statistic-.l  Conforence  will  be  held  soon. 

S,    A  HEFINITia"  0?  jyiARiCTnTG. 

The  Division  of  Stste  Cooperation  in  Marketing  h?.s  received  a 
circular  giving  the  results  of  a  survey  made  by  Mr.  Fred  Hofman, 
Director  of  Markets  in  Terre  Haute,  Indiana,  who  was  formerly  Field 
Agert  In  Marketing  in  South  Carolina.    Tliis  survey  was  made  in  an  en- 
deavor to  arrive  at  a  definition  of  Marketing  that  would  be  brief,  con- 
cise, and  yet  cover  all  the  essential  features  of  the  m^irketing  process. 
The  leading  economists,  interested  iii  marketing  work  were  requested  to 
send  in  their  definitions  of  marketing,    A  large  number  of  replies  were 
received,  including  several  from,  men  connected  with  the  Bureau  of 
Markets,  nam^ely:     Dr.  Theodore  Macklin,  Research  Agent  in  Marketing 
in  "'isconsin;  Dr.  Alexander  E.  Cance,  Research  Agent  in  Marketing  in 
Massachusetts;  Mr.  Joseph  Passonneau,  Agent  in  Marketing  in  ^.^a,shington; 
and  Dr.  "5,  G,  Nourse,  Research  Agent  in  Marketing  in  lov.'a.    As  a  result

In  the  interests  of  tlie  greatest  econorry  and  efficiency  in  th& 
distribution  of  ma^ri^et  information,  a  careful  s^jxvey  of  the  market 
reports  issued  by  this  bureau  will  be  made  in  the  near  future,  bj^  a 
conirittee  appointed  by  Mr.  Livingston.     The  comrnittee  has  been  asked 
to  propose  a  practical,  corx^prehensive  prograsi  for  the  future  develop- 
ment of  market  news  and  statistical  ^'"ork.    Reports  are-  now  issued  by 
the  following  divisions :    Live  Stock  and  '^eats;  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Products:  Eruit  and  Vegetable :  Hay,  Eeed  >^nd  Seed;  Grain;  Cotton; 
Eo reign  Markets  ;  Market  Sta.ti sties  and  Market  Information.     Each  of 
these  mil  be  studied  separately.     The  heads  of  the  various  divisions 
'vill  serve  on  the  con-frittee  while  tbeir  respective  reports  are  under 
consideration.     In  view  of  the  probability  of  the  consolidation  of 
the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  with  the  Bureau  of  Markets,  Mr,  L.  M. 
Estabrook,  the  chief  of  that  bureau,  will  be  c^n  ex  officio  member  of 
the  ccmmlttee.     The  other  members  -v^^ll  be  Mr.  W.-  A.  Wheeler,  Chair- 
m.an,  Er.  C.  J.  West,  Mr.  L.  S.  Tenny,  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Gage  of  the 
Bureau  of  Crop  Estimiates.     The  possibility  of  combining  scr.-e  of  the 
reiDorts  of  the  two  burears  will  be  considered. 


The  study  is  tc  be  made  as  comprehensive  as  possible.     Some  of 
the  points  to  be  studied  incliide  the  methods  of  handling  reports,  the 
form.  in'*vhich  they  appear,  their  value  and  the  methods  of  x-^'^li cation 
and  distribution.    Recommendations  vdll  be  made  as  tc  -vhether  any  of 
these  can  be  more  advantageously  published  by  commercial  news  agencies 
and  the  direct  distribution  discontinued.     The  reports  of  other  bureaus 
or  departments  also  working  along  statistical  or  m.arketing  lines  will 
be  studied  from.  the.  sta.ndpoint  of  getting  assist^tnce  from  them,  or 
avoiding  duplication  in  the  collection  or  dissemii nation  of  the  informa- 
tion. 

2.     BUREAU  OE  MARKETS  INSPECTION  ^^OHE  EOR  THE  mVY. 

In  the  fall  of  IQIT  the  Bm-eau  of  Markets  was  requested  by 
naval  authorities  to  furnish  inspectors  to  pass  on  the  -r^uality  and 
condition  of  fruits  and  vegetables  for  supplying  naval  vessels  and 
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transports.     Complying  mth  this  request.,  the  Grades  and  Standards 
pro^iect  of  the  Bvirea-a  of  Markets  f -amis he d; two  men  for  this  work  in 
Few  York  City.     The  early  e.7:periences  of  these  inspectors  showed  that 
a  large  ar^ount  of  finiits  and  vegetables  of  inferior  quality  and  ques- 
tionable condition  "vas  being  furnished  by  those  to  whom  contracts  had 
been  awarded.     Such  contracts  are  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who 
furnishes  as  low  a  quality  as  will  be  accepted.    Many  supply  officers 
who  passed  upon  such  products  were  not  familiar  with  fruits  and 
vegetables  and  accepted  deliveries  which  'vere  of  inferior  quality  or 
in  bad  condition.     The  result  of  such  practice  n-as  that  the  best  fruit 
and  vegeta-ble  men  had  been  driven  out  of  the  business  of  supplying 
the  Navy,  such  firms  refusing  to  submit  bids  because  of  the  unfair 
competition  which  obey  had  to  meet. 

Wliile  the  inspectors  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  had  no  actual 
authority,  in  practice  however,   the  naval  officials  usually  followed 
their  recomiiiendations  ^-^dthout  question.     Inferior  goods  v/ere  rejected 
outright  if  the  vessel  could  wait  for  a  re-delivery.     In  other  cases 
the  supplies  were  accepted  but  a  "cut"  was  made  to  cover  the  defective 
portion  and  to  serve  as  a  penalty.     Such  "cuts"  varying  from  5  ^5 
per  cent  resulted  in  a  saving  for  the  Navy  Depa.rtm.ent,  which  often 
amounted  to  from  $103  to  $2000  in  a  single  order.    Another  source  of 
loss  which  the  inspectors  ha-ve  been  able  to  prevent  is  in  connection 
with  over-weights.    Purchases  are  made  by  the  "pound  net"  and  some  of 
the  contractors  have  long  profited  by  the  ignorance  of  the  receiving 
officer  as  to  the  weight  of  the  commercial  packages.     It  was  found 
that  over-xveight  frequently  am.ounting  to  10  to  3^  pounds  per  pacl^ge 
was  being  paid  for  1^^  the  Navy. 

When  the  Food  Products  Inspection  Service  was  established  in 
Novem.ber  IQIT,  two  New  York  inspectors  were  assigned  to  the  Navy  work 
at  that  point  and  took  up  the  work  which  had  been  started  by  Grades 
and  Standards.     This  work  has  been  so  satisfactory  that  the  Navy  Be- 
partmient  has  req,uested  the  Bureau  of  Markets  to  furnish  inspectors 
for  the  Great  Lakes  Na.val  Training  Station,  Boston,  San  Francisco, 
San  Diego,  Norfolk  and  He.mpton  Roads,  and  Philadelphia.  Inspectors 
have  been  assigned  to  all  these  stations  rdth  the  exception  of  Phila- 
delphia, which  point  will  be  supplied  in  the  near  future.     The  Dairy 
Products  inspectors  of  the  Bureau  cf  Markets  are  inspecting  all  butter 
purchased  by  the  ITavy  in  New  York,  Boston  and  Philadelphia,     The  Navy 
reimburses  the  Depa..rtm.ent  of  Agriculture  for  the  salaries  and  ex- 
penses of  inspectors  assigned  to  this  v;ork.    During  the  last  six  months 
approximately  12,000,000  pcjoids  of  fruits  and  vegetables  have  been 
inspected  for  tYie  Navy  at  New  York,  Great  Lakes,  Boston,  and  San  Fran- 
cisco.    Of  this  amount,  approxim.ately  Q00,000  po-orids  have  been  rejected 
and  75,000  pounds  have  been  cut  from  the  totals  because  of  not  comply- 
ing with  specifications.     These  figures  do  not  include  the  work  which 
has  been  done  at  San  Diego  and  Norfolk  and  Hampton  Roads,  where  the 
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service  has  "oeen  estaolished  within  the  last  fe^.^  weeks.

3.     THE  EFFECT  OF  STANDARDIZATION  OF  HMIPERS . 

If  H.  P.  12350.  which  contains  recotmnendations  "based  on  the 
extended  investigations  of  this  "bureau,  becoires  a  law,  the-  sevent^/- 
five  styles  and  sizes  of  hampers  found  in  the  market  ^vill  be  reduced 
to  five.     The  fruit  and  vegetable  trade  is  infested  ^.-dth  "short"  or 
"snide''  hampers.     T^^renty- seven,  tvj^nty-eight  and  thirty  ^uart  hampers 
freq.r-ently  m.asq.uerade  as  bushels.  "'Thirteen  and  a  half  and  fo-orteen 
q.uart  hampers  grow  tall  to  appear  as  large  as  the  sixteen  ^uart  size. 
A  simple  orderly  series  of  sizes  consisting  of  eight,  sixteen,  twenty, 
thirty- two  and  forty- two  q.uart  containers  has  been  worked  out  by  the 
Grades  and  Standards  Section  under  the  direction  of  lilr .  E.  "W.  Samson 
as  a  substitute  for -the  miscellany  now  in  use.     Hampers  of  the  s^mie 
capacity  -v-n-ll  be  of  the  same  height  and  the  same  diameter  at  the  top 
and  bottom.     In  the  scheme  as  planned  there  is  but.  one  exception  to 
this  rule  of  same  capacity,  same  height  and  same  diameter  and  that 
is  in  the  case  of  the  forty-eight  quart  hamper.     Two  styles  of  thds 
size  are  permitted,  a  tall  slim  one  and  a  shorter  stockier  one.  The 
first  is  for  shipments  of  Florida  lettuce,  and  the  o-^her  for  more 
general  use.     However  as  these  have  definite  dimensions  and  are  used 
in  different  sections  of  the  country  there  need  be  no  confusion. 
Uniformat^-  means  more  efficient  and  secure  loading  of  cars,  more  ef- 
fective use  cf  space  and  less  loss  from  shifting  loads. 


Formulating  dimensions  for  these  containers  required  much 
study.     The  problem  of  devising  a  container  that  would  not  only  be 
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a  standard,  but  would  also  show  at  first  glance  that  it  -^s 
definitely  larger  or  smaller  than  those  nearest  it  in  size  'vvas  a 
difficult  one.     The  most  suitable  dimensions  to  give  the  req.mred 
content  were  studied  from  several  angles.    Packing  and  display- 
purposes  were  two  of  the  many  factors  that  were  considered.     It  is 
hoped  that  with  these  simple  standards  of  size  as  a  basis  it  vdll 
be  possible  to  bring  about  an  improvement  in  the  strength  and 
-luality  of  the  hampers.    Many  manufacturers  are  -.TOrking  toward  that 
end  and  are  putting  out  strong  and  substantial  packages.  Other 
manufacturers  -Till  fall  in  line  if  their  customers  demand  and  in- 
dicate their  willingness  to  pay  for  the  stronger  package.  Standardi- 
zation means  simplicity  in  sizes.     It  should  also  mean  strength. 

U.     mSPIT-ALS  MP  PHYSICIANS  FOR  FEDERAL  EMPLOYES. 

The  U.  S.  Employes  Compensation  Commission  has  recently  is- 
sued a  91  page  list  of  hospitals  and  physicians  available  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  United  States  to  Federal  employes  injured  in 
the  perfom-iance  of  duty.    A  copy  of  this  circular  is  being  sent  to 
each  of  the  field  offices  of  the  burea^u. 

Treatm-ent  from  U.  S.  hospitals  and  dispensaries  where  the 
treatm^ent  is  without  cost  to  the  employe  is  to  be  obtained  where 
practicable.    Where  there  is  no  U.  S.  hospital  or  dispensary,  or 
where  the  dista.nce  to  them  is  so  great,  or  wr.ere  the  nature  of  the 
injury  or  other  conditions  are  such  that  it  is  imroracti cable  to 
secure  treatment  from  them,  then  treatment  is  to  be  secured  from 
one  of  the  designated  physicians  in  the  locality.     In  localities 
where  there  are  neither  U.S.  hospitals  nor  dispensaries,  nor  desig- 
nated physicians,  the  inj'ored  employe  may  secure  treatment  from,  any 
competent,  well-trained  physician  available,  and  such  reasonable 
expenses  incurred  in  connection  ^-dth  the  injur^^  are  to  be  borno  by 
the  Comm.ission.    Further  detailed  inform.ation  is  given  in  the  cir- 
c-alar  form  C.  A.  lo  above  referred  to,  and  in  the  Regalations  under 
the  Federal  Compensation  Act,  heretofore  sent  tne  field  offices  of 
the  bureau.     Briefly  the  money  benefits  are  as  follows t 

^Money  Benefits  While  Disabled  for  Work  -  Beginning  on  the 
fourth  day  of  disability,  or  if  leave  with  pay  is  taken,  then  on 
the  fourth  day  after  pay  stops,  and  continuing  throughout  the  entire 
period  of  disability.     If  tott-lly  disabled,  benefits  to  be  at  ra-te 
of  t^ATO-thirds  of  the  monthly  pay  (including  value  of  subsistence  and 
quarters,  if  furnished),  but  not  more  than  $66.67  nor  less  than 
$33*33         m.onth,  except  when  the  mionthly  pay  is  less  than  $33'33> 
in  which  case  the  monthly  compensation  sh^ll  be  the  full  amount  of 
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the  ironthly  pay.    If  partially  disabled,  benefits  to  be  at  rate  of 
tv;o-thirds  of  the  loss  of  vjage-earning  capacity  caused  by  the  injury. 
I.f  loss  of  \'7age-earning  capacity  is  permanent,  compensation  is  pay- 
?-ble  till  death. 

Burial  Expenses  in  Case- 01  Death  -  Burial  expenses  not  ex- 
ceeding $100,  and  transportation  of  body  of  resident  of  "Jnited 
States  dying  away  from^  home  station,  if  relatives  desire  it. 

Money  Benefits  in  Case  of  Death  -  To  widow  or  wholly  dependent 
widower,  35  per  cent  of  monthly  pay  of  deceased  employe  ijntil  death 
or  remarriage;  and,  in  addition,  for  each  child  under  IS,  10  per  cent 
of  monthly  pay  until  death,  marriage,  or  reaching  the  age  of  IS,  To 
one  child  under  IS,  if  there  is  no  widow  or  dependent  widower,  25 
per  cent  of  m-cntiily  pay.     To  each  additional  child  under  IS,  10  per 
cent.-  To  be  divided  among  the  children  eq.ually,  to  be  paid  until 
death,  marriage,  or  reaching  age  of  IS,   to  child's  guardian.  Also 
compensation  to  parents,  brothers,  sisters.,  grandparents,  and  grand- 
children, for  eight  years,  or  until  death>  marriage,  or  reacMng  the 
age  of  IS,  if  dependent  on  deceased,  but  total  compensation  can  not 
exceed  two-thirds  of  montlily  pay  of  deceased,  which  monthly  pay  for 
computing  compensation  shall  be  considered  to  be  not  m.ore  than  $100 
nor  less  than  $50,  but  the  monthly  compensation  can  not  exceed  the 
monthly  pay. 

No  compensation  is  payable  if  the  injury  was  caused  by 
(a)  vd.llful  m.isconduct,  .Cb)  intoxication,  (c)  intention  to  bring 
about  injury . " 

Each  field  office  should  lieep  a  few  sets  of  the  following 
Compensation  Commission  forms  on  hand.    Mr.  C.  L.  Snow,  in  the  Branch 
of  Operation,  mil  send  any  forms  req[uired  on  recuest.     The  follow- 
ing directions  concerning  the  m.ost  important  forms  may  be  useful: 

C.  A.  1  _  Nature  of  Tn.iury ,  should  be  submitted  to  the  immediate 
official  superior  by  the  injured  employe  v/ithin  ^S  hours  after  in- 
jury.    Copy  should  be  retained  by  official  superior  if  form.  C.  A. 
2  is  not  subm,itted,  original  forwarded  to  the  Washington  office. 

C.  A.  P  -  ReiDort  of  Injury  should  be  submitted  as  soon  as  practicable 
and  should  be  accomoanied  by  C.  A.  1. 

C.  A.  3  -  Report  of  Termination  of  In.iury  is  not  required  if  dis- 
ability is  les:s  than  3  days,  in  which  case  the  inform.ation  should  be 
given  on  C .  A ,  2 . 

C.  A.  I4-  _  Claim,  for  Compensation  should  be  filed  with  the  official 
superior  within  60  days  after  the  injury  causing  disability  for  more 
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than  3  <i2,ys  and  fonA^arded  to  Washington  office.    If  disalDility  is 
likely  to  centime  lo  days,  or  longar,  claim  should  "be  subnitted 
at  the  •  expiration  of  18  days.     If  less  than  IS  days,  s^abrrit  claiia 
at  expiration  of  disability. 

5.  EFEECTIVE  DATE  OF  .APPOTNTMBI'TT. 

Tn  order  that  the  records  of  tr^e  department  and  of  the  Civil 
Service  Cciinmisslon  may  be  accurate,  a,nd  that  correct  data  may  be 
available  for  use  in  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Fetire- 
ment  Act  and  for  other  purposes,  instructions  have  been  issued  by 
the  Chief  Personnel  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  that 
the  effective  date  of  appointments  shall  be  the  date  upon  which  the 
appointee  actually  reports  for  duty. 

Therefore,  all  persons  responsible  for  the  preparation  of 
recommendations  for  appointments  will  please  ascertain  the  date  upon 
which  the  new  appointee  can  and  will  raporb  for  duty  before  submitting 
such  recommendation.     In  any  instance  where  the  appointee  does  not 
report  for  duty  upon  th^  date  of  appointment  is  effective,  it  mil 
be  necessary  to  request  the  revocation  of  the  action  and  a  new  ap- 
pointment effective  on  the  proper  date  be  substituted  therefor.  The 
cooperation  of  all  who  are  interested  mil  be  very  nruch  appreciated 
by  the  Administrative  offices  of  the  Department  handling  these  matters,

9.  TIIE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  A  PRACTICAL  GRAIN  SAMPLE  BAG  has  been 

receiving  the  attention  of  the  Grain  Division  for  3om.e  time.  'I'.^ater- 
proof  materials  from,  various  manufacturing  concerns  have  been  col- 
lected and  tested  with  the  result  tiiat  some  of  the  m.aterial  was 
found  to  be  of  too  flimsy  construction,  not  waterproof,  too  rigid, 
toe  expensive  or  imparting  a  bad  odor  to  the  grain.    Finally  a 
material  has  been  foiond  that  seems  to  meet  the  desired  reviuirem.ents , 
In  case  bags  made  from  this  materia^  are  found  to  stand  up  under 
actual  sampling  '.TOrk,  metal  can  probably  be  dispensed  with  except 
for  shipments  by  mail.     These  bags  are  made  of  a  good  grade  of  duck 
and  have  a  draw  string.     They  are  treated  by  the  mianufacturer  with 
a  \^.aterproof  and  mildew  proof  preparation.     The  bags  after  treat- 
ment are  practically  as  pliable  as  old  bags  now  in  use.    As  a  test, 
a  bag  taken  at  random,  from  the  shipm^ent  was  filled  with  water  and 
allo^^;ed  to  hang  lontil  it  showed  signs  of  leaking.    It  was  about 
half  an  ho^ar  before  water  began  to  drip  from  a  few  places  along  the 
seam,  but  no  signs  of  moisture  were  evident  on  the  matrriel.  The 
first  sliipment  of  these  bags  has  been  distributed  to  various  super- 
vision offices.     The  second  shipment  mil  be  available  for  distri- 
bution about  Feb.  I5.     ^ Grain  Project  Letter  Vol.  TI ,  No.  U.) 
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10.  IN  PREPARING  LETTERS  TO  BE  SENT  OUT  IN  »'^NDOW"  ENVELOPES 
care  must  be  taken  to  space  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to 
whom  the  letter  is  being  sent  so  that  only  this  mil  be  seen.

3.    FHESZINa  STOR/^CrE  0?  S^^JJLL  ?WITS. 

The  office  of  Preservation  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  during 
the  past  three  years,  has  been  mpking  observations  and  conducting  ex- 
periments on  the  methods  of  storing  various  fruits  and  vegetables  at 
such  low  temperatures  as  are  commonly  used  in  the  freezing  of  fish, 
meat  and  poultry.    Such  practices  are,  indeed,  much  beyond  the  ex- 
perimental stage  in  such  sections  as  the  Middle  "^est,  and  the  Pacific 
coast.      The  follo';d.ng  f raits  are  now  being  frozen  and  held  in 
commercial  lots:     strawberries,  red  and  black  raspberries,  blackberries, 
logan  blackberries,  blueberries,  gooseberries,  currants  and  sour 
cherries.      The  procedure  is  sirnple.    The  berries  are  frozen  in  the 
crates  in  --.hich  they  are  marketed  at  temperatures  from  10°  F.  to 
zero  or  below.    If  the  berries  are  warn  and  soft,  it  is  preferable 
that  the  lower  temperatures  be  employed  ^jntil  the  fruit  is  solidly 
frozen.    The  tenpera.ture  may  then  be  raised  to  10  degrees  P,  and 
at  this  point  the  fruit  can  be  carried  for  a  season,  or  withdra*m 
through  the  -printer  as  needed. 

Only  so-und  fruit  should  be  frozen.  The  freezing  process  will 
not,  of  course,  do  away  with  mold.  Bat  m^old  will  not  develop  at  the 
temperatures  employed. 

It  should  be  understood  that  none  of  the  above-m.entioned 
fruits  can  be  eaten  as  fresh.    Upon  thawing  they  be  cane  water-logged 
and  the  tissue  collapses.    Since  the  berries  are  literally  dead,  they 
will  rapidly  decay  at  higher  temperatijres .    They  should,  therefore,  be 
used  imrr.ediately  in  cooking  or  in  frozen  dishes,  even  before  all  the 
ice  is  melted,    ^nen  pronptly  and  properly  ma,de  into  pies,  preserves, 
jellies  and  confectionery,  or  '-hen  frozen  again  into  ice-cream,  the 
frozen  fruits  are  very  palatable  and  in  every  way  cc»rgparable  to  the 
best  fresh  products. 

Fresh  berries  and  cherries  are  not  available  during  the  winter 
months.    The  frozen  product  at  such  periods,  therefore,  must  compete 
only  -'^dth  the  canned  or  dried  fruit.    The  latter  is  excellent  for  some 
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purposes  txit  it  does  not  possess  a  fresh  fruit  flavor.    The  frozen  fruit 
is  superior  to  the  canned  product  in  at  least"  two  ways*    First,  it  is 
more  nearly  similar  to  the  fresh  fruit;  and,  secondly,  it  is  consideratily 
cheaper* 

In  view  of  the  ease  and  econony  with  which  cherries,  and  cherries 
can  "be  successfully  frozen  and  held  almost  indefinitely,  this  corumercial 
practice  conmends  itself  to  the  widest  use  in  all  sections  \7here  there  is 
a  svTplus  of  producticaa  and  cold  storage  space  is  available. 

U.      THE  COST  OF  M4EKgrtNG  APPLES . 

Mr,  J.  11,  Com  of  the  Cost  of  Marketing  Divisiwi  has  recently 
rstumed  to  Washington,  B.  C.  after  a  long  period  spent  in  the  ^enatchee 
and  Spokane  districts  of  Washington  state,  studying  the  taisiness  problems 
of  fruit  marketing  organizations,  especially  coop ersttive  fruit  market'^ 
ing  associations ♦    The  study  involved  the  preparation  of  a  uniform 
method  of  preparing  financial  information  concerning  the  operations  of 
fruit  packing  houses  and  warehouses .    Mr«  Corn's  work  consisted  for  the 
most  part  of  installing  various  m=,thods  in  a  ?;mjmber  of  plants  and  observ- 
ing the  way  in  which  they  met  the  tests  of  actual  operation. 

As  a  result  of  these  studies  three  bolletins  will  be  written. 
One  will  be  on  the  classification  of  ledger  accounts  for  fruit  shippers 
and  the  method  of  preparing  annual  reports  and  cost  statements,  a  second 
will  be  on  business  practices  of  fruit  organizations  and  the  third  will 
deal  ;^th  a  syston  of  accounting  to  be  used  in  sampling  fruit  weight* 
Mr,  Conn  has  been  I'Torking  in  close  cooperation  -vith  some  of  the  most 
inportant  apple  shipping  houses  in  the  Nortb^^rest  since  f5ay  19^-9 • 
Many  of  these  have  written  to  the  bureau  expressing  their  interest  in 
his  -  'ork  and  their  approval  of  the  projected  bulletins. 


5.    "MIXEET  VEGETABLES." 

To  those  who  h-ave  not  come  in  close  contact  ^a%h.  the  business, 
it  might  be  interesting  to  note  the  large  volume  of  "mixed  vegetables" 
shipped  from  the  Los  Angeles  district.    This  observation  was  recently 
made  by  Mr.  H.  E,  Truax,  of  the  Los  Angeles  office,  who  gives  the 
following  data:    During    the  month  of  November,  I92O  there  were  66^+ 
cars  of  these  commodities  shipped  from  that  section.    Most  of  these 
cars  go  to  the  smaller  cities  west  of  Denver  ani  they  are  shipped  the 
year  round,  although  lighter  shipirents  are  made  during  the  suncrr.er  months* 
A  note  recently  taken  sho'/srs  the  following  cc»iinodities  packed  in  one  car: 
Oranges,  lemons,  bell  peppers,  casabas,  lettuce,  green  chili,  t^jjrnips,

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The  Inspection  Efficiency  Pro^ject  a,lso  imintains  personal  contact  v/ith 
all  local  offices  through  five  ri.ivision  supervisors,  who  are  memhers  of 
the  General  Field  Hea^'-qmrters  staff,  which  holr'.s  monthly  conferences  in 
Chicago, 

In  addition  to  close  supervision  of  the  work  of  inspectors  "by 
local  supervisors  located  in  all  the  principal  grain  markets  of  the 
countrv,  a  thorough  system  of  investigating  the  uniformity  of  grading  of 
all  srrain  shipped  "between  markets  is  maintained.    Reports  are  obtained 
on  practically  all  inspected  intermarket  grain  shipped.    In  this  v/ay  it 
is  knovjn  at  all  times  what  degree  of  intermarket  inspection  unifoiraity 
is  being  maintained.    Hemedial  action  is  taken  immediately  v/henever  any 
serious  differences  in  grading  develop.    The  destination  of  practically 
all  gra.in  shipped  from  each  market '  is  obtained  from,  the  railroa^ds  1y 
each  local  S'upervision  office,  and  the  shipping  point  grades  and  si^jer- 
vision  results,  if  any,  on  these  shipments  are  forwarded  to  the  super- 
vision office  at  each  destim,tion  market  before  the  arrival  of  the  grain. 

The  supervisor  located  at  destination  can  then  supervise  the  in- 
spection of  the  grain,  with  full  information  a^  to  shipping  point  super- 
vision data  and  grades  available.    If  the  grain  fails  to  grade  the  same 
at  destination  as  at  shipping  point  the  supervisor  investigates  irrmediate-' 
ly.    He  may  sample  the  shipments  in  question  and  if  his  grade  does  not 
agree  with  the  shipping  point  supervision  or  inspection,  he  usually 
sends  a  sample  to  the  Board  of  Review  at  Chicago  for  a  determination  of 
the  true  grade  of  the  grain. 

The  supervision  offices  at  destination  enter  the  local  grades  and 
supervision  data  ai  the  intermarket  records  received  from  the  shipping 
point  offices,    These  records  are  then  immediately  sent  to  the  Inspection  - 
Efficiency  project  at  Chicago  vhere  the  results,  are  tabulated  and 
analyzed  and  graphic  charts  and  pin  maps  prepared*    The  intermarkets 
records  are  then  sent  to  the  shipping  point  supervision  office.    In  this 
way  the  supervision  data  ar.d  inspections  obtained  at  each  end  of  any 
intermarket  shipment  are  available  to  bcth  offices  for  supervision 
purposes,  -        "        .  -  ' 

Records  covering  over  1C,0G0  inteimarket  shipments  of  grain  were 
obtained  during  November,  J 920.    The  res^ilts  of  the  ari§,lyses  of  the  inter- 
market records  r.re  corre.'Uited  with  cvjixnaries  obtained  from."  the  reports 
of  the  local  supervision  offices,  and  from  these  data  pls-ns  are  made  at 
the  monthly  conferences  held  at  General  Field  Headqmrters,   Chicago,  for 
the  next  month's  v;ork. 

During  the  period  bet /ee.a  conferences  the  interested  supervisors  . 
are  immec.iately  notified  if  any  decided  lack  of  -uniformity  develops, 
^'hen  serious  intermarket  diff erer.ces  in  grade  appep.r,  speci?vl  intensive 
supervision  campaigns  are  carried  out,    ^lien  the  reason  for  the  lack  of 
uniformity  is  determined,  it  can  usually  "be  corrected  through  cooperation  .

The  trip  across  l?.sted  thirteen  '-'.ays  aiid  Mr,  Kramer 
rspcrtel  that  the  shipirent  arrived  in  e::cellent  conditicn-    It  con- 
sisted of  apples  and  pears  frcm  New  York,  Virginia,  ^est  Virginia, 
Maryland,  Washington  and  Oregon.    "^Ale  in  England  Mr.  Eramer  and  Mr. 

A.  Eoley,  the  London  representative^  of  the  hureaa,  vrent  to 
Southaniptcn  tc  see  seme  cargoes  of  fruit  sent  from  the  Pacific  coast 
ty  way  of  the  Canal  Zone.    During  his  stay  in  England  I'r.  Kramer 
studied  the  shipping  and  merchandizirig  cf  fruit.    He  was  particular- 
ly, impressed  :vith  the  handling  of  fancy  fruit.    IT ct  much  cf  this  is 
gror;n  in  England,  hit  the  imported  varieties  come  into  the  market  in 
excellent  ccnditicn.    A  large  percentage  is  grown  in  hot  houses, 
Belgian  grapes  are  in^-orted  in  "baskets  ^vhich  held  hit  one  hunch 
and  ccme-  into  the  market  v;ith  the  hiccm  still  on  them.  Ecmlly 
perfect  peaches  are  iin)orted  f romi  South  Africa,  a  process  which  in- 
volves a  three  v:eeks  voyage.    Only  the  choicest  fruits  are  shipped  and 
these  command  high  prices.    Mr.  Kramer  secijLred  a  large  amo^jnt  cf  data 
which  will  be  used  V  the  project  when  the  work  cf  formulating 
recommendations  is  undertaken.    The  general  impression  that  he  gained 
was  that  there  •','ere  many  possibilities  for  the  advantageous  m^arket- 
ing  of  American  fruits  in  England.    He  returned  to  the  United  States 
on  the  "East  em  .'Maid"  which  is  also  one  of  the  Shipping  Beard  vessels.

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1.      A&RigTLTURAL  APPROPRIATION  BILL  REPORTED  TO  SENATE. 

The  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill,  7^hich  has  just  "been 
reported  to  the  Senate  "bj^  its  Conimittee  on  Agriculture  and  Forest- 
ry, of  which  Mr,  A,  J.  G-ronna  is  the  chairman,  contains  scne 
changes  from  the  hill  as  passed  "by  the  House  and  carries  an  in- 
crease over  trat  "bill  of  $133,000,  for  the  Bureau  of  Markets. 

One  hundred  thousand  dollars  of^^^i^  increase  is  intended 
to  provide  for  the  conduct  of  a  foreign/service,  and  if  this 
r^ajr-a^r.-^ph  ±si  finally  retained,   it  v-ill^pernut  the, Bureau  of  Mar- 
kets to  expand  its  foreign  marketing  ^vork  to  meet  the  present 
"urgent  need  for  adequate  information  concerning  conditions  in 
world  markets. 

Thirty-five  thousand  dollars  is  added  to  the  svm  carried 
for  the  administration  of  the  United  States  Warehouse  Act,  bring- 
ing thectotal  provided  for  this  ^vork  to  the  sum  of  $100,000. 

Other  changes  of  importance  ^vill  "be  found  in  the  paragraph 
covering  the  inspection  service  on  fruits  and  vegeta"bles.    At  the 
present  time  the  "burea-u's  authority  to  make  inspections  of  this 
kind  covers  interstate  shipments  only;  under  the  amended  language, 
it  -''ould  "be  authorized  to  mjke  inspections,  "-hen  requested,  on 
both  interstate  and  intrastate  shipm.ents.    This  v/ould  not  only 
add  greatlj'"  to  the  usefulness  of  this  permissive  service  "but  it 
^vould  probably  make  it  possible  for  the  bureau  to  turn  in  to  the 
Treasury  a  largely  increased  su^t.  on  account  of  fees  received,  and 
might  make  the  service  virtually  self -supporting. 

Through  another  change  in  the  bill,  the  "hurea.u  would  be 
empo^vered  to  use  micneys  received  frcm  or  in  connection  with  the 
sale  of  cotton  purchased  for  the  preparation  of  st:indards,  and 
condemned  as  unsuita"ble  for  such  use.    The  extreme  care  .vith  ^-hich 
the  standards  must  "be  prepared  often  m.akes  necessary'  the  rejection 
of  cotton  ^vhich  appeared  suitable  to  skilled  buyers  at  the  timie 
of  purchase-. 
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ME^(OB.^NI)U^^  BEaARDING-  THE  APPOMTT^EITT  OE  ASSISTANT  CEIEE, 


Tlie  appointinent  of  Mr.  Chester  Morrill  to  the  position 
of  Assistant  Chief  of  Bureau  has  "been.  cQUSuiamated  and  "became 
effective  on  February  1,  I921.    Mr,  Morrill  will  now  direct 
and  siapervise  the  reg^olatory  activities  of  the  "bureau  and  in 
addition  serve  in  a  consulting  ?nd  advisory  capacity  on  other 
mat-cers  having  legal  aspects,  including  the  consideration  of 
proposed  lezislatioia.

The  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill  was  passed  "by  the  Senate 
on  February  23,  carrying  substantial  increases  over  the  bill  as  passed 
by  the  House.     So  far  as  the  Bureau  of  Markets  is  concerned  no  change 
was  made  from  the  bill  as  reporte?^  to  the  Senate  by  the  Senate  Coir-

2 .  BUFTAU  SAVES  $10.100  A  YFAR  BY  TvlANUFACTLmiNG  COTTON 
STAIvLAHDS  BOXES. 

The  official  copies  of  the  cotton  standards  of  the  United 
States  are  prepared  in  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  are  packed  in  boxes 
made  of  binders  board  with  hinged  and  flanged  covers,  each  box  being 
covered  on  the  outside  with  black  pebble  cloth.     Each  box  contains 
twelve  cartons  of  cotton  of  the  grade  represented,  showing  the  range 
of  variation  permissible  within  the  grade.    The  boxes  are  20"x2C"x 
i+-l/2"  . 

Until  August  of  I92C  these  boxes  -.^Tere  miade  by  various  paper 
box  factories  on  a  contract  basis.    The  cost  of  each  box  at  that  time 
was  $3 •^7.     The  average  number  of  boxes  used  annual ly  is  about  ^000 
and  the  arjiual  cost,  therefore,  ^s ,  prior  to  August  of  19^0,  at  the 
rate  of  $17,350. 

The  matter  of  reducing  cost  was  taken  up,  and  by  employing  ex- 
perienced box-makers  and  buying  the  necessary  material  the  20 st  per 
box  was  reduced  to  $1.90,  involving  a  saving  of  $1.57  on  each  box  arid 
reducing  the  total  cost  for  a  year's  supply  from  $17, 35^  ^o  $9,5'"^. 
a  difference  of  $7,S50. 

Thereafter  the  labor  cost  was  decreased  by  the  devising  and 
constructing  of  three  labor  saving  machines,  one  for  automatically 
scoring  the  sheets  of  binders  board  for  folding:  one  for  applying  the 
paste  to  the  cloth  covering  and  the  paper  lining  for  the  boxes;  and 
the  third  for  cutting  the  pebble  cloth  to  fit  the  boxes.     These  devices 
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also  recb:jed  the  cost  per  "box  to  $1.^5  each,  a  further  saving  of  U^jJ 
for  each  box  and  a  total  serving  over  the  cost  of  hoxes  secured  from 
paper-hox  factories  of  $2.02  each.     The  effect  on  the  cost  of  the 
boxes  for  a  ^rear  ^\'as  to  reduce  it  from  $3,500  to  $7,250,  a  saving 
by  the  mechanical  eq.uipment  alone  of  $2,250,  and  a  total  arjiual  sav- 
ing of  $10,100  over  the  original  cost  of  a  year's  supply  of  boxes 
secured  from  factories  on  a  contract  basis. 

The  boxes  ir.anuf act^ired  by  the  b-oreau.  are  suijerior  to  those 
forir.erly  sectored  from,  the  factories,  both  in  inaterial  and  workman- 
ship. 

Prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  manufacture  of  the  boxes  as 
described  above ,  it  -svas  necessary  for  the  bureau  to  repair  used  boxes 
which  had.  been  returned  vvith  condcioned  copies  of  the  standards.,  in 
repairing  these  boxes,  a  paste  -vas  used  -vhich  cost  $U.. SO  per  gallon. 
It  was  suggested  that  el  pa-ste  m-.ght  be  manufactured  in  the  b"'jxeau 
which  would  be  entirely  satisfactory  and  considerably  reduce  the  cost. 
A  satisfactory  formula  for  such  a  paste  vjas  finally  secured  and  it 
was  manufactured  at  a  ccs.t  of  hO(p  a  gallon.     This  p-aste  is  now  used 
both  for  repairing  used  boxes  and  in  the  manufacture  of  the  ne-r:  ones. 

The  credit  of  thus  entire  enterprise,  for  the  great  eccncrry 
effected  and  the  increased  efficiency  achieved,  goes  to  Mr.-  John  F. 
Bargh^usen,  Investigator  in  Agricmtural  Technology.    Ho  was  the 
originator  and  advocate  of  the  plan,  and  has  been  in  immediate  charge 
of  its  execution,  as  a  whole  and  in  detail.    The  box  maimers,  m.achinery, 
and  box  miahing  and  repairing  are  under  his  inicediate  supervision.  He 
also  devised  the  three  machines  described  and  constructed  them  in  his 
own  laboratory,  m.ostly  of  second-hand  m.aterial . 

In  the  selection  and  testing  of.  the  formulas  for  paste,  he  ^\as 
assisted  by  Mr.  Horace  C.  "Wilcox,  Assistant  in  Illustrations,  in 
charge  of  the  photographic  laborabory' of  the  bureau.

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5.     POPULARITY  0?  GRAIN  STATOAT?DS  INCBEASIKG- 

As  further  evidence  of  the  increasing  pop-'olarity  of  the 
Federal  grain  standards  and  their  application,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  eastern  grain  dealers ,  buyingfor  export  shipments,  are 
demanding  that  their  purchases  "be  covered  by  Federal  appeal  grade 
certificates.     Before  Federal  appeal  grade  certificates  can  he  r^d, 
the  United  States  grain  standards-  Act  req.uires  that  the  grain  he 
first  inspected  hy  a  licensed  inspector,  and • that  such  inspection 
be  appealed  to  a  Federal.  Grain  Supervisor.     Ordinarily,  the  filing 
of  such  an  appeal  is  decided  upon  after  the  licensed  inspector  has 
issued  a  certificate  of  grade  unsatisfactory  to  one  or  more  of  the 
parties  concerned.    The  Chicago  District  Office  of  Federal  Grain 
supervision,  however,  is  now  entertaining  four  appeals,  totaling 
220,000  bushels  of  shelled  corn,   the  appealing  of  which  was  decided 
upon  before  the  grain  ^-^as  inspected.

i .     BULLETIN  ON  SPINNING  TESTS  ATADE  I!"  BU5EAU 

The  ravages  of  the  boll  weevil  are  so  great  that  fear  has 
been  entertained  th^t  the  entire  Sea  Island  Cotton  industry  n:ay  be 
destroyed  within  the  next  few  years.     The  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry 
has  developed  a  new  variety  of  cotton  Imo-m  as  "Meade"  which  proirise 
to  replace  the  rapidly  diminishing  Sea  Island  crop.     To  determine  th 
practical  spinning  value  of  the  Meade  cotton  in  comparison  -;v:.th  that 
of  Sea  Island,  the  Bureau  of  Markets  has  conducted  spinning  tests 
during  thjree  different  years,  the  results  of  which  are  embodied  in 
Departm.ent  Bulletin  Q^o:     "Comparative  Spinning  Tests  of  Meade  and 
Sea  Island  Cottons,"  by  Messrs.  miliam  R.  Meado'^^/s  and  W.  G.  Blair. 
Messrs.  William.  S.  Dean  and  C,  E.  Killingswor th  were  associated  ivith 
the  authors  during  the  course  of  the  tests,  which  ^-were  conducted  at 
the  North  Carolina  State  College  of  Agriculture  and  Engineering  at 
Raleigh,  N.C,  and  at  the  New  Bedford  Textile  School,  New  Bedford, 
Mass. 
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8.  MOISTURE  ABSORPTION  OF  WHEAT 

A  recent  report  made  "by  Mr.  R.  L.  Baldwin,  of  the  Portland, 
Ore.  office  of  the  Grain  Division,  indicates  that  some  of  the  state- 
ments seen  in  print  as  to  the  amount  of  moi^sture  absorbed  "by  saclred 
grain  during  the  "rainy  season"  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  are  extrava- 
gant.    The  report  was  based  on  203U  cars  of  wheat  receipts  sampled 
during  the  years  IPlU,  1915  and  I916.    The  wheat  of  this  region  is 
very  dry  at  threshing  tim.e,  and  from  then  on  until  about  March  it 
gradually  takes  on  moisture.    Between  March  and  August  some  of  the 
moisture  is  given  off.    The  average  moisture  content  of  w'neat  for 
the  three  years  during  v/hich  studies  were  made  ^jas  9*^^  August, 
11.3^  in  March,  and  10.6^  in  July.    The  data  for  each  separate  year 
and  section  show  the  same  relative  changes. 

9.  CHANOSS  IN  BRANCH  OF  OPERATION

12.  TEE:  !^THOD  PURSUED  TIT  CBECKINa  THE  ACCURACY 
OP  IIOTVIDUAL  LICSIT5ED  IFSPECTQES  - 

There  are  at  present  -+35  inspectors,  located  at  I'-rC  different 
points  in  the  country,  -.vho  no^v  hold  licenses  -ujiier  the  UrJ.ted  States 
grain  standards  Act.    Tn  order  to  check  the  acc-aracy  and  efficiency 
of  these  licensed  inspectors,  samples  are  taken  prorr-iscuousj.y  "by 
each  of  the  3U  district  offices  of  Federal  G-rain  Supervision,  from 
grain  after  it  has  Ceen  inspected.     The  samples  t alien  oy  Grj.-ri  cu_:er- 
vision  constitute  alniost  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  rxamber  of  iixspec- 
tions  made  "by  licensed  inspectors  at  the  markets  \TO>ere  supervision 
offices  are  located. 

Each  sample  that  is  drawn  to  check  the  grading  of  an  inspector 
is  analyzed  and  also  graded  "by  the  supervision  office.    An  individual 
report  shelving  the  inspector's  grade  and  his  grade-detemining-i actor 
together  'vith  the  complete  supervision  analysis  and  grade,  is  then 
sent  to  Inspection  Efficiency  of  Field  Eead:5juar ters . 

Federal  G-rain  Supervision  has  V'^o  Field  Headq.uarters  '  offices. 
The  General  Field  Keadq^uarters  is  located  at  Chicago,  and  a  Pacific 
Coast  Headq_uarters  is  at  Portland,  Ore.     The  Pacific  Coast  Head^^uar- 
ters  T^xich  has  under  its  imrriediate -.jurisdiction  all  of  the  district 
offices  -vest  of  the  Pocky  Mountains,  is,  hoover,  subject  to  instruc- 
tions from  the  officer  in  charge  of  General  Field  Headq.uarter s  in 
matters  01  general  policy,  and  from  the  Board  of  Review  at  General 
Field  Headquarters  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  interpretations  of  tt. 
standards. 

In  addition  to  the  reports  sent  directly  to  Inspection  F-:*i- 
ciency,  sanrples  are  sent  to  the  Board  of  Review  representing  lots  of 
grain  where  the  supervision  office  has  differed  from  the  grade  of  tnn 
licensed  inspector  on  some  interpretative  factor.     By  an  interpreta- 
tive difference  is  meant  a  change  on  some  factor  that  is  determined 
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"by  h-aman  judgment  and  not  "by  a  mechanical  test. 

Appro xiirately  twenty  per  cent  of  the  samples  handled  "by  the 
supervision  offices  are  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Eeview.  The 
samples  suhmitted  to  the  "board  are  a  means  for  keeping  the  super- 
vision office,  and  in  t-'orn  the  licensed  inspector,  fully  in  touch 
with  the  board's  interpretations  at  all  tim.es.    A  duplicate  copy  of 
the  report  that  is  sent  to  Inspection  Efficiency  covering  each  sample 
handled,  accompanies  the  sample  sent  to  the  Board  of  Review,  and  the 
board  passes  it  on  to  Inspection  Efficiency  bearing  its  notations. 

When  the  work  of  each  particular  supervision  office  has  been 
assembled  it  is  checked,  and  marked  in  a  simple  code  before  final 
com.pilation,  which  sho^^rs  by  individual  inspectors  and  by  markets,  . 
the  following: 

1.     The  number  and  percentage  of  inspections  super- 
vised th-at  are  correctly  graded. 

?.  The  number  incorrectly  graded. 

3.  The  number  over graded. 

k.  The  number  undergraded* 

5.  The  degree  of  overgrading  or  undergrading. 

6.  The  factors  accountable  for  the  mdsgrading. 

Graphic  charts  have  been  kept  for  all  of  the  important  markets 
which  show  the  fluctuations  from  week  to  week  in  (l)  the  amount  of 
supervision,  (2)  the  accuracy  of  inspection,  and  (3)  the  tendency 
(i.e.  lenient  or  rigid)  of  the  incorrect  inspections.    These  charts 
as  well  as  all  other  data  are  kept  in  a  manner  to  afford  a  direct 
comparison  between  the  "in"  and  "out"  inspection. 

To  avoid  the  common  danger  of  compiling  statistics  of  which, 
often,  little  or  no  use  is  m.ade,  the  data  of  Inspection  Efficiency  are 
also  systematically  weighed  and  analyzed  by  the  staff  at  General 
Eield  Headq.uarters. 

Moreover,  sinne  March,  I92O,  monthly  meetings  have  been  held 
at  ^vhich  the  divisi*.-  supervisors,  and  generally,  a  representative 
fromi  Washington  are  present. 

At  these  meetings  all  available  data  of  Inspection  Efficiency 
are  fully  discussed  with  the  view  of  bringing  out  the  important  facts 
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"by  which  to  direct  the  activities  of  supervision  to^vard  the  attain- 
ment of  a  maxiipom  efficiency  in  application  of  the  official  standards.

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1.    A(5RICULTaRfiX  i\PPROPRIATTON  BILL 

The  Agrirnjitiaral  Appropriation  Bill  as  finally  agreed  to  and 
passed  by  the  two  houses  carries  a  total  for  the  Bureau  of  Markets 
,-ind  Crop  Estimates  of  $3 ,OCU .    This  is  $70,000  less  than  the 
amount  "carried  in  the  bill  as  passed  by  the  Senate,  and  $65,000  more 
than  was  carried  in  the  bill  as  passed  by  the  House.    Disposition  vvas 
made  of  the  varioiis  Senate  amendments  to  the  bill  as  follows: 

The  provis.c  to  the  item  for  Marketing  and  Distributing  Farm 
Products,  which  covers  the  project  Preservation  of  Fruits  and  Vege- 
tables in  Transit  and  Storage^,  now  carries  $30,000,  instead  of  $20,000 
as  provided  by  the  House  and  $'40,000  as  provided  by  the  Senate. 

The  Senate  amendments  to  the  language  of  the  item  for  the  Food 
Products  Inspection  Service,  the  effect  of  which  was  to  authorize 
inspections  of  intrastate  as  well  as  interstate  shipments,  and  to 
allow  inspections  to  be  made  at  any  point  which  could  be  conveniently 
reached  from  the  designated  points  of  inspection,  were  eliminated, 
leaving  the  language  of  the  item  the  sam.e  as  in  the  current  Act. 

The  Senate  amendment  providing  that  $30,000  instead  of  $25,g6c 
of  the  appropriation  for  cotton  standardization  work  may  be  used  for 
cotton  testing         agreed  to  in  conference. 

The  Conference  Committee  reduced  the  amount  carried  by  the 
Senate  amendmient  for  Foreign  Marketing  work  from  $100,000  to  $50,000. 
It  also  reduced  the  am.ount  for  the  warehouse  Aat  from  $100,000  to 
$30,000. 

The  Senate  amendments  which  provided  that  the  Bureau  of  Mar- 
kets and  Crop  Estimates  should  be  vested  with  the  authority  pre- 
viously granted  by  law  to  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  the  Bureau  of 
Crop  Estimates  ms  agreed  to  bj^  the  House, 

The  Senate  amendment,  providing  that  money  received  from  the 
sale  of  cotton  purchased  for  the  preparation  of  standards  and  found 
unsui-table  for  such  use  may  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  other  cotton, 
was  also  agreed  to. 
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The  item  for  the  Completion  of  the  Work  of  the  Domestic  ^ool 
.Section  ^\^s  amended  in  the  House  by  eliminating  some  of  the  language 
attached  to  it  by  the  Senate  amendment. 


2.     FIRST  DEFICIENCY  APPROPRIATION  ACT 

The  First  Deficiency  Appropriation  Bill  .has  been  passed  by 
Congress  and  signed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States.     This  Act 
provides  an  item,  of  $B000,   to  be  ^vc;-ilable  during  the  current  fiscal 
year,  for  the  Completion  of  the  Work  of  the  Domestic  Wool  Section. 

3-     REDUCTION  IN  THE  LEASED  WIRE  SERVICE- 

The  Am:erican  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company  has  notified  this 
Bureau  th^at,  effective  July  1,  1921,  the  ful-l  commercial  rate  of  $2U 
per  mile  psr  year,  mil  be  charged  for  all  Government  leased  telegraph 
circuits  instead  of  the  half  rate  of  $12  per  mile  which  has  been  in 
effect  heretofore.    No  additional  appropriation  has  been  allowed  by 
Congress  to  take  care  of  increased  rentals  and  it  is  necessary  to 
reduce  the  number  of  circuits  now  controlled  by  this  Bureau.  The 
Chief  of  Bureau  has  therefore  approved  a  plan  of  leased  wire  opera- 
tion, which  will  becom.e  effective  April  1,  1921,  whereby  the  Central 
and  Northern  Circuits  will  be  discontinued  and  as  much  cf  the  traffic 
as  it  m.ay  be  possible  to  handle  mil  be  handled  over  a  combined  West- 
ern Circuit.     G--17,  the  present  Live  Stock  Circuit  will  be  utilized 
for  this  service  and  Pittsburgh  and  Cincinnati  offices  be  transferred 
from,  the  Northern  and  Central  Circuits  to  this  wire.    The  offices  in 
Cleveland  and  Detroit  will  cease  to  be  operated  in  so  fair  as  direct 
telegraph  service  is  concerned.     The  drops  in  the  St.  Louis  and  Omaha 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  offices  will  be  transferred  from  G-  l6  to  G  17- 
The  make-up  of  the  Western  Cimuit,  G  17,  will  be  as  follows: 

Pittsburgh  -  F.  &  V.  office 
Cincinnati  -  F.  &  V.  office 

Chicago  -  F.  &  V.  office,  Dairy  office,  L.  S,  office 
Fond  du  Lac  -  Dairy  office

St.  Louis  -  P.  &  V.  office,  L.  S.  office 
Kansas  City  -  F.  &  V.  office,  L.  S.  office 
Omaha  -  F,  &  V.  office,  L.  S.  office 

Obviously  it  mil  be  impossible  to  handle^  the  same  volume  of 
business  under  the  new  arrangement  as  was  handled  ijnder  the  old.  How- 
ever, the  various  projects  and  divisions  of  the  bureau  directly  con- 
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cerned  in  the  Market  News  telegraph  service  have  closely  cooperated 
in  an  effort  to  effect  a  material  reduction  in  the  amoant  of  traffic 
to  "be  moved  over  the  Western  Circuit  and  a  schedule  has  been  care- 
fully prepared  lender  which  a  limited  amount  of  traffic  will  he  moved 
at  certain  fixed  periods.     The  sched^jle  must  he  closely  adhered  to 
in  order  that  the  hest  possible  results  ma.y  be  obtained.     The  adoption 
of  this  schedule  may  result  in  the  elimination  of  much  of  the  m.iscel- 
laneous  traffic  heretofore  handled  over  leased  wires.     It  is  as  fol- 
lows:

A  nu';:Der  of  the  memoers  of  the  National  Association  of  State 
Marketing  Officiais  mil  core  to  'Washington  during  the  week  of  March 
lU,  for  the  p-ori'ose  of  studying  the  ''■ork.of  the  Bijrpau  of  Markets  and 
of  discussing  the  relationships  between  State  and  Federal  marketing 
agencies,  as  well  as  the  possibilities  of  the  expansion  of  marketing 
work.     Some  phases  of  the  bureau's  work  that  :vill  be  considered  at 
this  time  are  standardisation  of  grades  and  containers,  the  news 
services  a.ni  the  work  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Relations. 

The  National  Association  of  State  Marketing  Officials  is  a  com- 
paratively new  organization,  its  first  meeting  having  been  held  Feb- 
ruary 5,  6  and  7,  195c  in  the  Lfurray  Hill  Hotel  in  New  York  City.  It 
is  composed  of  two  classes  of  members,  executive  and  associate.  The 
executive  membership  consists  of  the  chiefs  or  heads  of  the  regular 
legally  constituted  department  -  of  each  state  which  by  authority  of 
law  is  authoris'.ed  to  reg^jlate,  control  or  direct  marketing  activities 
of  the  state  without  regard  to  either  the  title  of  the  bureau  or  the 
title  of  the  official  carrying  the  authority.  "  Tlie  Chief  of  the  Bijreau 
of  Markets  of  the  United  States  is  also  included  in  the  executive  mem- 
bership.   All  other  representatives  of  State  and  Federal  bt^Teaus  or 
departments  of  markets,  and  "representatives  of  institutions  supported 
by  public  funds  who  are  engc'^-ged  a.s  teachers,  extension  specialists  or 
investigators  in  marketing  work"  are  eligible  to  a.ssociate  membership. 
The  Association  is  intended  to  prom.ote  cooperation  between  the  various 
State  and  Federal  authorities  in  dealing  mth  interstate  phases  found 
in  marketing  problems,  and  v/ill  facilitate  m,ore  uniform  legislation. 
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It  also  promote  an  exchange  of  inforT.ation  on  marketing  prob- 

lems . 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  'vas  held  last 
Novem.her  at  the  A-aditori-um  Hotel  in  Chicago.     At  this  tim^e  an  address 
was  m.ade  "by  Mr.  Livingston  on  the  relationship  "between  State  and 
Federal  marketing  agencies,  and  mem^bers  of  the  association  were  in- 
vited to  come  to  Washington  and  study  the  vv-ork  of  the  bureau. 

5.  LIVE  STOCK       me;.t  gbades  to  be  STANDAEDIZED 

A  conference  to  consider  the  market  classifications  used  by 
this  bureau  in  reporting  prices  of  live  stock  and  dressed  m.eats  will 
be  held  in  Chicago  March  10  to  12  inclusive.    Representatives  of  pro- 
ducers, memhers  of  the  trade  and  others  have  been  invited  to  attend 
and  offer  constructive  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  classi- 
fications under  consideration.     The  'Washington  office  will  be  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  Stephen  Bray  and  Mr.  C.  A.  Burmeister.    The  classifi- 
cations have  been  developed  in  connection  with  the  gro^.;7th  of  the 
m.arket  reporting  service  and  have  been  thoroughly  tested  by  practical 
use.    Bulletins  defining  and  describing  the  classes  and  grades  of 
dressed  m^eats  are  practically  completed.     Other  bulletins  defining 
and  describing  the  classes  and  grades  of  live  stock  are  in  preparation. 
The  standardization  of  live  stock  and  dressed  m.eat  grades  is  one  of 
the  most  important  problem.s  that  the  Live  Stock  and  Meats  Division 
has  undertaken  for  some  time  and  'vhen  perfected  will  m.ark  one  of  the 
m^ost  constructive  achievements  of  the  bureau  in  the  interests  of  the 
live  stock  industry.    Vir .  E.  V,  Baker  of  the  Chicago  office  is  now 
visiting  various  offices  of  the  division  in  the  Middle  ^est  in  con- 
nection with  plans  for  the  preparation  of  these  bulletins. 

6.  CONCEEFTITG  CONTRIBUTIONS  OF  CLIPPTNGS 

Last  week's  Bureau  News  contained  a  req^uest  to  ei^ployes  of  the 
bureau  for  contributions  of  press  clippings  concerning  the  work  of 
the  bureau  and  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    At  that  time  no 
special  attention  -.vas  called  to  the  fact  that  it  is  against  the  law 
to  clip  ne^73papers  and  periodicals  which  are  the  property  of  depart- 
ment or  b^oreau  libraries.

^heat  and  oats,     "^hen  the  grain  had  been  inGpe^;ted  and  graded  by  the 
licensed  inspectors,  pan  tickets  showing  th^  grade  as  well  as  certain 
of  the  ^Trading  fe.ctors  ^vere  issued  to  a:.:ccr:^c.ny  the  samples  to  the 
trading  flcor.     Subsequent  to  ihedr  iss-:":.3^-  alteraticns  -vere  miade  by 
Mr.  ]learney  in  these  pan  tickets  to  shovr  eitner  a  dif-feren^  test 
^veight  per  bushel,  miOisture  content  or  percenta^ge  01  dockage.  Tliese 
alterations  resulted  in  indicating  a  belter  quality  of  grain  th^n  tr^at 
actually  determined  by  the  licensed  inrpec'ors,  and  the  grain  "^'as  then 
sold  under  this  false  and  misleading  description  on  the  basis  of  these 
pan  tickets  so  altered.

The  embossing- press ,  which  is  .^^sed  for  making  m^tal  labels  for 
the  marking  of  inventorial  proper ';y,  ha^  been  out  of  order  for  the 
past  several  ^--eeks,  having  been  brr.ken  by  the  extrem:ely  rough  treat- 
ment given  it  by  m^essenger  boy  cperatcrs.     The  m.achine  is  now  in  work- 
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ing  order.     It  is  suggested  that  eniployes  sent,  to  operate  this 
machine  "be  instructed  to  handle  it  mth  care.     Ai:iy  one  sent  over  to 
use  it  for  the  malring  of  labels  should  bear  an  informal  not€»  signed 
or  initialed  by  some  responsible  officer  of  the  project  or  division, 
authorizing  the  bearer  by  name  to  make  use  of  the  embossing  press. 
If  it  is  seen  that  any  one  does  not  operate  it  with  care,  he  ^-rill 
not  be  perm.it ted  to  use  it  thereafter.

EFFICIENCY' 

IS.    UTILIZING  POOR  MIT'/|EOGPAPK  PAPER. 

In  a  letter  dated  January  3I,  Mr.  E.  P.  Lemott,  Head  Clerk  of 
the  Chicago  Joint  Office,  has  Dade  the  follo^^dng  suggestions: 

"Fe  are  using  at  this  time  a  very  poor  gr-ade  of 
paper  for  car  mimeograph  work. 

"Our  operator ,  Mr .  James  Baumrucker  has  made  a  few 
'adjustments  on  mimeographs  \vhereby  we  are  able  to  use 
this  mimjeograph  paper  mth  very  little  difficulty.  Before 
adjustments  ^vere  made  we  experienced  trouble  in  m.a,chines 
picking  up  several  sheets  at  a  time,  thus  clogging  machine 
at  reg-ular.  intervals. 

''The  feed  control  knob  should  be  t^jrned  up  1-1/2 
notches  and  t-jo  idler  roller  brackets  put  on  each  machine 
instead  of  one  and  placed  directly  in  line  -^rlzh  pick-up 
rollers  on  right  hand  and  left  hand  side  of  machine.  With 
these  ad jv.s tm-ents  the  machine  can  be  run  at  the  same  speed 
a,s  vThen  using  better  grade  of  paper.    Machines  now  seldom^ 
pick  up  mere  than  one  sheet  at  a  time. 

''I  am.  giving  you  this  irji'oTination  e^s  possibly  some 
of  the  other  offices  may  be  benefited  in  case  they  ha.ve 
not  already  made  this  discovery,"  ■ 

In  the  Addressing  and  Duplicating  Section  in  "Washington  h^nd 
feeding  of  all  mimeog-raphs  is  standard  practice  and  where  this  is 
done  it  minimizes  difficulties  with  low  grade  mimeograph  paper.

The  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill  carrying  a  total  for 
the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  of  $3,00U,UUi^-  was  signed 
"by  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  has  iDecome  a  law* 

The  Cold  Storage  Bill  (H,  R.  9521 )  failed  of  passage*  The 
hill  ms  passed  V  "both  houses,  was  returned  to  conference  a  second 
time,  the  second  conference  report  was  adopted  hy  the  Senate,  hut 
failed  in  the  House. 

The  Capper-Vol stead  Bill  (H.  R.  I393I)  to  authorize  associ- 
ations of  producers  of  agricultural  products  passed  "both  Houses, 
hut  died  in  conference. 

The  bill  to  create  a  Federal  Live  Stock  Commission  (S.  39^^ ^ » 
kno-vn  as  the  Packer  Bill,  passed  the  Senate  but  failed  to  pass  the 
House, 

H,  R.  5755»  providing  standard  milling  weights  and  measures, 
passed  the  House  hut  failed  to  pass  the  Senate, 

H.  R.  SO67,  an  act  to  establish  standard  weights  and  measures 
for  the  District  of  Colnmhia,  passed  both  houses  and  became  a  law, 

H.  R,  9036,  which  provided  for  the  repeal  of  the  charter  of 
tne  Washington  Market  Company  and  the  taking  over  of  the  property 
by  the  Goverrment,  was  passed  and  became  a  law. 

A- number  of  bills  designed  to  regulate  future  trading  in 
grain  and  cotton  were  introduced  but  none  was  passed. 


2.      S.  S,  LIBERATOR  TO  COME  THROUGH  THE  CANAL  ^ITH  CITRUS  FRUITS, 

Mr.  C.  W.  Mann,  of.  the  Project  of  the  Preservation  of  Fruits 
and  Vegetables,  will  return  from  California  on  the  S*  S.  Liberator 
and  mthMr.  L.  W,  Collins,  of  the  same  -p.roject,  will  study  the 
cargo  wMch  consists  of  citrus  fruits.    This  shipment  comprises 
12,000  boxes  of  lemons  which  will  be  transported  under  ventilation 
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and  will  "be  sent  "by  the  California  Fruit  Growers  Association. 
The  fruiits  are  destined  for  ir.ar'iets  in  Philadelphia  and  '^evt  Yopk. 
Mr.  Collins  irade  a  trip  similar  to  this  one  earlier  in  the  year 
on  the  S»  S.  Charles  H-  Cramp.    On  this  occasion  he  studied  con- 
ditions surro-'onding  a  cargo  of  ^00  "boxes  of  oranges  and  1212  hoxes 
of  leirons,  part  of  which  were  under  refrigeration  and  part  under 
ventilation  only.    This  test  trip  was  so  successful  that  Mr. 
Collins  felt  that  the  practicability  of  California  citnas  fruit 
shipnents  through  the  canal  was  established. 

3.      BUREAU  HOST  TO  STA'TE  I^^TING  OFFICIALS. 

About  a  dozen  iLembers  of  the  National  Association  of  State 
Marketing  Officials,  including  a  coirmittee  appointed  at  the  am.aal 
meeting  of  the  Association  held  in  Chicago  last  December,  are  in 
Washington  this  'vveek  studying  the  -.Torh  of  this  bureau.    They  are 
conferring  with  Mr,  Livingston  and  vdth  the  Division  Heads  and 
Project. Leaders  as  to  the  formulation  of  comprehensive  plans  for 
close  cooperation  betv^een  Federal  arid  State  marketing  agencies. 
A  careful  study  is  being  made  by  the  visitors  as  to  how  they  can 
best  coordinate  the  Federal  and  State  \wDrk  so  as  to  give  producers, 
shippers  and  consumers  the  greatest  amount  of  service  in  marketing 
matters.    They  will  also  consider  the  dissemination  of  the  in- 
formation in  the  Federal  bureau  through  State  machinery. 

In  keeping  with  the  plans  for  cooperation,  and  in  response 
to  requests  from  State  marketing  officials  a  circular  will  be  issued 
jointly  by  State  and  Federal  agencies  to  provide  a  "clearing  house" 
for  irxformation  regarding  the  marketing  work  being  done  in  the 
various  parts  of  the  country.      This  will  be  called  "State  and 
Federal  Marketing  Activities"  and  will  be  compiled  by  State  market- 
ing officials,  and  extension  divisions  in  various  colleges  and  ex- 
periment stations,  and  issued  through  the  Division  of  Cooperative 
Relations  of  this  bureau.    The  first  issue  has  already  appeared- 
It  consists  of  several  mimeographed  pages  the  sam.e  size  as  the  Bu- 
reau News,  and  like  the  Bureau  IJews  has  a  m.ulti graphed  head-  As  a 
general  thing  it  v/ill  not  contain  more  than  three  to  six  m.imeograph^ 
ed  pages.    It  ^^dll  be  sent  to  those  publicly  engaged  in  m.arketing 
work. 


U.      REPORT  COMMITTEE  STUDIES  IIEWS  SERVICE  n)RK.

^jvith  a  detail&d  statsrrent  re^ardin^  circ-olation  of  each, 
approxin-.ate  cost,  the  pcLrpose  of  each  and  the  use  to  vvhich  it 
is  put.    Many  interesting  facts  and  sidelights  were  developed 
during  the  discussion  that  followed.    At  a  later  meeing  Mr.  R«  C. 
Potts  and  Mr.  L,  M.  Davis  presented  siirdlar  facts  regarding  the 
ne-ivs  service  on  dairy  products.  The  news  service  on  live  stock 
and  ireats  --vill  he  revievved  at  an  es.rly  date.

5.  INVSSTTG•ATICI^TS  OF  GAP.LICKT  WHEAT 

Mr.  T.  A.  Sommors  ard  Mr.  J*  A.  Shollenberger,  of  the 
Grain  Division,  have  coiEnenced  a  srjrvey  of  the  conlitions:  sur-  . 
rounding  the  milling  and  sale  of  garlic'i:^''  wheat  in  Maryland* 
Garlic  is  one  of  the  wseit:-  most  prev anient  in  that  state*  Since 
the  war,  the  buyers  have  been  discounting  garlicky  wheat  at  a 
much  higher  rate  than  before,  'vith  resulting  dissatisfaction  on 
the  part  of  the  producers.    The  Bureau  of  Markets  representatives 
intend  to  make  a  survey  of  the  entire  situation  ir  cooperation 
with  the  Maryland  State  College  of  Agriculture. 

6.  WHEAT  EXPORT  ^IGLTKES  BEING  HIRNISHED  TO  GRAIN  TEADS. 

I^Tif ormation  as  to  the  amount  of  grain  e^cported  from,  the 
United  States  is  Garnished  to  grain  exchanges  in  a  nuiber  of 
cities  each  Tuesday,    The  inforr.ation  is  sent  out  over  the  leased 
wires  as  scon  as  it  is  compiled  for  the  week.     It  includes  only 
the  airount  of  wheat  exported, as  evidenced  by  the  reports  of  licens- 
ed inspectors  , which  has  been  inspected  -jjider  .American  grades. 
The  same  irifcrmation  appears  in  The  Mar-:et  Reporter  the  follo-'^ang 
Sat-arday,     The  cities  to  which  the  iriformation  is  sent  are:  Om.aha, 
Kansas  City,  St.  Louis,  Chicago,  ''lironeapolis ,  Cincinnati,  New  York 
and  Ealtim.cre. 


7.      APPLE  PACKING  AND  STORAGE  HOUSS  CA^.!PAIGN  IF  FAR  WEST. 

Mr.  R.  R.  Pailthorp  and  Mr.  E.  M.  Seifert,  Jr.,  of  the 
Grades  and  Standards  section,  will  begin  a  campaign  for  better  pack- 
ing and  storage  houses  for  apples  in  the  far  West  March  15*  The 
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cainpaign  will  be  conducted  in  cooperation  mth  local  Comxty  Agents 
and  vvill  consist  of  conferences  and  a  few  addresses.    In  the  Yaliima 
and  Wenatchee  sections  of  the  Northwest  almost  every  one  is  interest- 
ed in  the  ap^.le  "business,  so  the  fact  that  Mr.  Pailtiiorp  and  Mr. 
Seifert  are  in  to^  and  may  be  consulted  on  certain  dates  ^vill  be 
flashed  on  the  screen  at  ^any  moving  ricture  houses.  They  will  confer 
'"ith  architects  r;ho  are  designing  warehouses  and  pac'^lng-houses ,  and 
with  prospective  builders,  giving^  advice  ajid  assistance.    Apple  houses 
have  been  incorrectly  built  in  the  past  and  much  money  has  been  lost 
as  a  result.      Recent  studies  of  the  Dexjartment  of  Agriculture  have 
brought  out  the  fact  that  apples  need  ventilation  as  well  as  proper 
temperature.  Marijr  of  the  older  storage  and  pacl^ing- houses  were  built 
^vith  proper  temperature  regulations  but  -vithout  adequate  arrangemients 
for  ventilation.     The  matter  is  of  such  importance  in  these  regions 
that  1-jmber  dealers  sometimes  will  give  plans  to  -^ersons  baying 
supplies  for  broil  ding  warehouses  and  pacliing-houses . 

S.      KSPORT  ON  THE  DETPOIT  CITY  MAPJCET. 

The  M^uiici-cal  Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  City  of  Detroit  has 
just  completed  a  year  of  active  work,  according  to  a  report  recently 
received.      This  I'^ionicipal  Bureau  is  an  integral  part  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  "Public  Welfare  of  the  City,  an  interesting  form  of  city  or- 
ganization and  m.?^r':et  government.    A  great  deal  of  the  work  of  the 
year  was  planned  as  direct  preparation  for  the  expansion  which  v/ill 
take  pls-ce  as  soon  as  prices  and  conditions  permit.    A  gradual  re- 
organization of  eastern  and  western  m.arkets  is  being  made;  con- 
dem.naticn  proceedings  to  acquire  land  adjacent  to  both  markets  are 
-jnder  way  ^.r_i  the  practicability  of  conducting  a  successful  outlying 
market  is  being  tried  out. 

Turing  the  year  the  city  bureau  has  re-wit  ten  the  market  ordi- 
nances to  r..ake  them  properly  applicable  to  present-day  conditions. 
They  have  been  passed  by  the  Co-ancil  and  are  now  in  operation. 

The  city  market  reporting  service  lias  been  an  important  part 
of  the  work.    Througii  thiis  service  the  producers  around  Detroit  are 
kept  in  close  touch  mth  the  daily  market  prices  which  prevail  on 
eastern  and  western  markets  each  morning.    The  United  States  Bureau 
of  Markets  cooperated  in  this  service  as  an  experimiental  and 
demons t rational  activity,  xmiil  it  had  proven  its  value.      On  the 
mthdra;?ve.l  of  the  Federal  Bureau         the  use  of  the  frank,  in  order 
to  secure  second  class  mail  rates,  t^he  publication  had  to  have  a  paid 
subscription  list,  so  it  has  been  necessary  to  place  a  subscription 
price  of  75^  I^r  year  on  the  report  for  those  who  wish  to  receive  it 
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"by  mail  -  an  experiment  which  will  be  watched  vvith  interest  "by  the 
"bureau.    This  "bureau  feels  fm-ther  special  interest  in  the  matter 
"because  the  director  of  the  Detroit  "bureau  is  Mr.       V.  Branch,  who 
developed  and  directed  the  project  of  City  Marketing  during  the 
early  days  of  this  "bureau,  .

The  Director  of  the  Laboratory  states  that  opportunity  for 
vaccinations  will  be  given  on  any  day  of  the  week  except  S-un- 
days,  Mondays  and  Wednesdays;  Tuesday  being  the  miost  convenient 
time  for  the  laboratory  personnel.    No  charge  will  be  made  by 
the  Public  Health  Service,

10.      BILLS  OF  INTEREST  TO  HJREAU  PASSED  IN  OREGON. 

Two  bills  of  interest  to  the  Grain  Division  of  this  "bureau 
were  recently  passed  "by  the  legislature  and  signed  by  the  Governor 
of  Oregon.    Senate  bill  213  makes  it  lawful  for  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  to  entertain  appeals  on  intranstate  grains  for  which 
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standards  have  been  fixed  and  which  have  "been  graded  by  a  licensed 
inspector,    The  Federal  appeal  grade  certificate  issued  in  such -cases 
will  supersede  the  licensed  inspector's  certificate  and  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  true  grade  of  the  grain  in  any  court  in  Oregon. 
Senate  bill  272  establishes  a  system  of  discounts  for  grain  of  in- 
ferior grades-    The  enforcement  of  this  bill  will  come  -under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Service  Commission* 

11.  MILLING  II\n7ESTIGATI0NS  Oil  COLOR  OF  BREAD. 

Investigations  made  in  the  little  mill  that  is  a  part  of 
the  equipment  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets,  show  that  the  color  of  bread 
usually  corresponds  very  closely  to  the  color  of  the  flo^ar  from 
which  it  is  produced*    Some  flours,  such  as  certain  varieties  of 
DurujTis,  Coimion  ""^ites  and  ^"hite  Clubs,  are  very  creany  or  yellow. 
Hard  Red  Winter  wheat  flour  has  a  range  in  color  from  creairiy  to 
creamy  gray.    Most  of  the  Hard  Red  Spring  wheat  flours  are  creamy, gray. 
Those  from  Soft  Red  winter  and  certain  of  the  Common  White  and  White 
Club  \meats  vary  from,  a  very  slight  creamy  or  almost  white  to  various 
shades  of  creamy,  gray,  or  creamy  gray. 

The  actual  color  score  is  represented  by  a  n-omerical  grade, 
the  basis  of  which  is  100.    A  standard  flour  of  known  color  is  bal?:ed 
each  day  and  the  colors  of  the  other  samples  tested  are  determined 
by  comparison.    This  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  decisions  to  make 
consistently  from  day  to  day.    In  the  first  i^lace  there  are  so  many 
shades  of  color  found  in  bread,,  and  being  'Viewed  under  varying  light 
conditions.,  even  the  trained  eye  finds  it  difficult  to  obtain  resu3-ts 
that  are  absolutely  consistent  one  day  vdth  another.    There  are  tint- 
ometers  and  photometers  sold  on  the  market  that  are  used  to  make  color 
comparisons  of  flour  but  are  not  found  adaptable  for  judging  bread 
color  acc-urately.

There  has  been  observed  a  general  tendency  toward  laxity  on 
the  part  of  som.e  of  the  bureau  officers  in  V^'.ashington  in  observing 
prescribed  methods  of  procedure  in  dra-ving  orders  for  service  by  the 
Addressing  and  Duplicating  Section  and  in  m.airitaining  other  contacts 
with  that  Section,    In  this  connection  attention  is  called  to  Bureau 
Memorand'jm  No.  100,  dated  March  3I,  I9I7;  to  item.  3  of  I^'-f ormation 
Circular  No.  I3,  Voliome  I;  to  item  IS,  Irxformation  Circular  No,  5, 
Volume  II,  and  item  5i  I^-formation  Circular  No-  12,  of  the  same  volume. 
Special  attention  is  called  to  the  necessity  for  including  the  num- 
ber of  the  account  against  which  the  cost  of  the  job  is  to  be  charged 
and  to  the  provision  for  recording  the  stencil  number  in  the  records 
of  the  office  for  v?hich  the  work  is  done.    The  following  suggestions, 
if  observed  closely,  will  tend  to  produce  much  m.ore  satisfactory 
res-alts. 
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A  separate  order  sho-ali  "be  drawn  for  sach  joo-,  and  every  order 
sho-ald  state  in  clear  and  concise  language  exactly  ^r3t  is  desired, 
that  is,  ^7hether  the  '-rork  is  mil tl  graphing,  in?.:T.9o graphing,  address- 
ing, folding,  sealing,  or  -he  lihe.    For  nrjLltigraph  -i^-ork,  the  liind 
of  rib'bon  to  be  u?ed  —  copy  or  record  —  the  si/:e  and  thiclmess  of 
the  ioaper,  the  diniensions  of  envelG::es  and  cards,  euc. ,  sho^jJ.d  2e 
designated.    If  colored  j^aper  is  to  he  used,  the  color  should  be 
named.    If  the  order  is  for  an  addressograph  job,  it  should  state  the 
size  of  the  envelopes  to  be  ^jised  and  s-cecify  'vhite  or  ir.anila. 
Mimeograph  -.vcrk  ordinarily  is  single  spaced  and  printed  on  both  sides 
of  the  paper.    If  a  rdT.eograph  Job  is  to  be  do-^ible  spaced  or  printed 
on  only  one  side  of  the  paper,  the  order  should  ccntadn  the  necessary 
instructions.    The  spacing  for  all  .T-jilti graph  -Torli  sho'cild  be  given. 

Altogether  too  many  of  the  orders  denand  the  conipletion  of 
the  job  wilhin  too  short  a  ti^.e  or  are  marked  "rush"  or  "special." 

In  orders  for  rrraltigraph  or  rireograph  "Tor>,  and  especially 
for  nrjilti graphing,  the  rarjiber  of  copies  should  be  estiirated  ca-re- 
fully  and  adev*i^-te  supr^ly  secured,  to  prevent  a  later  reprint  which 
v70uld  involve  the  resetting  of  the  ti^e  for  the  order. 

Copy  froir.  -vhich  stencils  are  to  be  nade,   too  often  is  in 
the  form  of  snratty,  blvtrred  carbon  copies  or  difficult  rough  draft- 
The  ideal  copies  for  nrolti graph  or  nn.n:eo graph  are  such  that  ziie  type 
setter  or  stencil  cutter  can  inalie  exact,  line-f or-line  copy.  At 
lea3t,  cjpy  always  should  be  ritbon  print  rather  than  carbons  and 
free  fro-zi  a,rjy  considerable  amount  of  pen  corrections  and  revicioi^s* 
All  tab-j^ar  forzns  that  are  to  be  iiizneo graphed  niust  be  cat  on  a  nn-r-eo- 
scipe  and  it  is  of  particular  inportance  that  the  copy  furriishod  should 
be  dr3?^n  tc_  exact  size  -ath  all  spacings  indicated  and  lines  dxa.7jrx 
and  ?;il  hcauings,  etc.,  filled  in  -.dth  the  type^iter.    All  such  forms 
should  bo  dra-wn  on  vmite  paper  of  good  l-oality  ^'dth  all  lines  clear 
3n'.i    dic':inct.    Copy  sho"uld  be  free  froni  eras^ares,  crossed-out  l.nes 
and  iraihs  or  pencilled  notes,  and  Trithout  printing  on  the  back. 

If  the  signature  is  to  appear  on  finished  work,  a  note  always 
should  be  rn?de  to  that  effect,  with  ir^f ormation  as  to  vvhose  signature 
is  to  be  affixed. 

If  a  job  conprising  several  sheets  is  to  be  asser.bled,  stapled 
or  punched,  the  necessary  details  should  be  indica,ted  exactly.  'Tlie 
manner  of  a^seirbling  and  the  location  and  number  of  the  staples  or  holes 
eho^jJ-d  be  given,     ^nen  it  is  intended  that  finished  -.Tork  is  to  be  fold- 
ed, the  m.arxner  in  '■'jhich  it  is  to  be  folded  must  be  stated.

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2.  ■  WASHINGTON  ^^ARKET  TO  BE  COICTEOLLED  BY  DEPARTME^TI.  OF  AGaiCULTOKE 

On  March  h  Congress  approved  an  act  providing  for  tenrinating 
the  GontrDl  of  the  Washington  Market  Company  over  the  market,  located 
at  Per^isylvania  Avenue  and  Seventh  Street,  North-vest,  in  Washington. 
The  first  step  will  be  the  appointTnent  by  the  President  of  a  Com- 
mission to  appraise  the  property.     The  award  of  the  Coirmission  is  to 
"be  filed  with  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia  six 
iBonths  after  the  appointment  of  the  Coirmission,  and  -Ahen  the  award 
is  filed  75  per  cent  of  its  am.ount  is  t'o  be  imm-ediately  paid  by  the 
United  States,  the  rem.ainder,  with  interest  at  5  per  "cent  per  annum, 
to  be  paid  at  the  expiration,  cf  thirty  days  thereafter  -umless  either 
party  appeals  fromi  the  award,  in  which  case  the  amount  due  -vill  be 
determined  by  the  Court. 

The  Bureau  01  Markets  has  been  asked,  by  the  Secretary  to  m^ake 
a  general  survey  of  the  situation  connected  with,  the  operation  of 
this  m^arket,  and  to  take  the  necessary '  steps "  to  formulate  the  method 
of  procedure  for  the  administration  of  the  m.arket  by  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  as  the  law  provides  that  the  title  shall  vest  in  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  when  the  a-vard  of  the  Commission  is  m;ade  and 
filed  mth  ths  Court,,  and  the  75  per.  cent  paym.ent  is  made.    There  are 
many  problem^s  connected  mth  the  operation  of  this  m:arket.     It  is  one 
of  the  largest  municipal  markets  in  the  United  States.    There  are 
both  wholesale  and  retail  dealers  in  it,  and  they  handle  m.ar^'  lines, 
including  even  dry  goods  and  hardware  in  addition  to  meats,  fruits, 
vegetables,  fish  and  other  products.    The  building  contains  a 
restaurant,  a  hall  that  has  at  times  been  used  as  a  skating  rink, 
and  a  large  cold  storage  plant.    The  law  provides  that  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  shall  reserve  any  space  that  the  United  States  may  re- 
quire, and  operate  the  remainder  of  the  market,  being  permitted  to 
lease  it  to  the  existing  tenants  or  to  new  tenants,  but  subleasing 
will  not  be  permitted.    The  proceeds  of  the  operation  o'  the  narket 
^re  to  be  turned  into  the  United  States  Treasury,  and  .the  expenses 
are  to  be  paid  by  appropriations  made  by  Congress  from  time  to  timie 
for  the  p-ijxpose.      In.v;Drking  out  the  plan  of  procedure  this  bureau 
-rill  undoubtedly  consider  the  methods  of  operation  of  municipal 
markets  of  other  cities,      Mr,  I.  C.  Fran:-lin  ^nd  Mr.  C.  W,  Kitchen

3.  MEETI1>"^&  OF  STATE  MARKETING  OFFICIALS

k.      STOCKYi^DS  SUPERVISION  TERMINATED 

The  stockyards  supervision  by  the  Boreau  of  ?ferkets,  which  has 
been  in  effect  during  the  past  few  years,  ^/vas  terminated  March  3 
repeal  of  the  Food  Control  Act  of  Aug.  10,  iql7,  which  provided  authority 
for  the  -vork.    This  was  a  war  time  meatsure  intended  to  encoi^rage  the 
producttion  to  conserve  the  supply,  and  control  the  distribution  of  food 
products.    A  proclamation  issued  by  the  President  under  this  Act  June  12, 
1912,  as  ^-mended  later,  provided  for  the  licensing  and  supervision,  of 
persons  operating  stock  yards,  or  handling  or  dealing  in  live  or  dead 
stock  in.  or  in  connection  with,  stoclsyards.    The  enforcement  of  the 
regalatio.iis  issued  pursuant  to  this  proclamation  ^^vas  vested  in  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  who  delegated  it  to  the  Bureau  of  Markets. 
It  has  been  carried  out  by  members  of  the  Live  Stock  and  Meats  Division. 
The  work  done  in  this  connection  has  consisted  chiefly  in  the  supervision 
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of  the  handling  of  stock  at  centralised  markets  and^  included  the 
operations  of  stock  yards  companies,  coirjinsGion  men,  traders  and 
packers. In  the  performance  of  these  duties  r'-'-uisrous  irregularities 
were  lo-ojid  and  corrected  ^.nd  it  is  quite  apparent  that  nuch  permanent 
good  has  resulted  from  the  practical  application  of  this  authority. 

5-  .    DEPARTI^,1ENT  WILL  HOLD  ART  EXHIBITION.

6.      IMESTOR  0^  ASPIRATOR  ASPIRES  TO  HELP  PARMER. 

Cleaning  grain  at  the  time  of  threshing  and  thereby  saving  the 
farmer  the  trouble  of  cleaning  his  grain  after  it  is  put  in  his  bins, 
or  saving  the  charges  of  cleaning  at  the  elevator  is  one  of  the  methods 
of  assisting  in  efficient  m.arketing  being  developed  by  the  U.  S.  Bu- 
reau of  Markets-    The  average  charge  to  a  farm.er  for  cleaning  grain  at 
an  elevator  is  approximately  two  cents  a  bushel,  .  If  the  grain  is  in 
sacks,  as  much  of  it  is  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  it  has  to  be  cut  out 
and  re-sacled  c-nd  the  charge  is  higher.    If  the  thresherman  could  add  a 
slight  charge  to  his  bill  for  threshing  and  cleaning  grain,  the  farm.er 
wor-ld  be  able  to  market  docliage-f ree  grain  and  save  irom  one  to  three 
cents  a  bushel  on  his  cleaning  bill,  besides  having  tne  dockage  for  feed 
on  his  farm..     The  aspirator  invented  by  Mr,        1' ,  Bates,  of  the  Grain 
I^ivision,  has  been  tested  in  a  preliminary  way  in  the  Pacific  Nortk-^est 
and  favorable  comments  have  been  made  by  both  the  thjreshermen  and  far- 
mers who  have  seen  it  in  operation.    The  device  has  the  follov;?.Ag  points 
in  its  favor;  it  is  attached  to  the  head  of  the  elevator  and  offers  no 
obstruction  to  the  deck  01  the  separator;  it  weighs  less  th.vn  100  po-onds; 
there  are  no  screens  to  adjust,  change  or  clog;  and  the  degree  of  clean- 
ing is  adjustable  and  under  the  control  of  the  operator*  Arrangements 
are  being  made  to  give  this  device  a  try-out  in  the  heavy  dockage  spring 
wheat  section  of  the  central  Northwest  during  the  coming  threshing  season. 
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Reports  on  the  progress  of  the  grain  cleaning  at  tlireshing  machines 
will  be  made  public  and  a  patent  mil  be  applied  for  on  the  aspirator. 

1'      COmR^.NCE  ON  STAiJDABD^  CLASSES  AW  GRADES  OF  LZYR  ^"^OCK 
Fii.LD  AT  CHICAGO. 

A  conference  of  representatives  of  the  various  branches  of  the 
live  stock  and  ireat  industry,  with  representatives  of  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Markets,  was  held  in  Chicago  March  10,  11,  and  12,  to  con- 
sider the  tentative  classes  and  grades  of  live  stock  which  have  been 
promulgated  by  the  Bureau  of  Markets, 

The  first  day  was  devoted  to  a  consideration  of  the  classes  and 
grades  of  cattle  and  calves.    On  the  second  day  sheep  and  hogs  were 
considered,  while  the  third  day  was  devoted  to  a  conference  of  bureau 
representatives  '.tdth  a  view  to  outlining  a  series  of  proposed  bulletins 
dealing  with  the  above  subject.      The  meetings  were  held  at  the  Stock 
Yards  Inn  and  were  attended  by  representatives  of  the   ^rodu^'.ers,  com- 
mission men,  live  stock  exchanges,  packers,  retail  meat  dealers  and 
the  Bureau  of  Markets.    Every  one  present  was  agreed  as  to  the  necessity 
of  having  standard  classes  and  grades  of  live  stock  and,  I'lizh  only  a 
few  exceptions ,  the  tentative  grades  already  promulgated  were  approved, 

3.      FIM)INOS  IN  THE  VIOLATIONS  OF  GRAIN  5TAM)AP.DS  ACT. 

The  Samuel  Hastings  Company  of  Cairo,  111.,  has  recently  been 
found  guilty  of  eleven  violations  of  Section  5  of  the  United  States  grain 
standards  Act  and  the  findings  have  been  published.    The  publishing  of 
the  statement  is  the  only  penalty  for  violations  of  this  section.  In 
three  of  the  cases ,  the  licensed  inspectors  certificates  which  were  for- 
warded to  the  consignees  had' been  altered  to  show  a  different  grade  of 
oats  than  that  determined  by  the  inspector,  and  in  the  other  cases  the 
oats  were  represented  by  means  of  invoices  sent  to  the  consignees  to  be 
of  the  quality  stipulated  in  the  contracts,  whereas  in  each  case  the 
licensed  inspector  had  found  them  to  be  of  lower  Quality  and  had  so 
stated  on  his  certificates.    Two  cases  against  this  company  for  the 
violation  of  Section  4. of  thp  U.  S,  grain  standards  Act  hav3  also  been 
terminated.    The  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  was  fined  $25.00 
in  each  cormt  of  information  in  the  two  cases. 

9,      DISPOSITION  OF  USELESS  DOCUMENTS. 

The  bureau  committee  on  the  disposition  of  useless  documents, 
papers,  etc.,  has  completed  its  consideration  of  the  recomm.endations 
submitted  by  the  various  division  and  project  leaders  in  regard  to  the 
disposition  of  useless  papers  and  is  recommending,  for  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary,  the  disposition  of  a  considerable  (Quantity  of  such 
material  as  is  no  longer  of  any  use* 
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The  committee  has  taken  into  consideration  the  suggestions  and 
recommendations  made  as  to  system.atizing  this  " Hons e cleaning"  process 
and  has  made  the  follo^;ving  recommendation,  which  has  been  approved  by 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau, 

"The  committee  on  the  disposition  of  useless 
documents,  papers  and  the  like<  after  careful  con- 
sideration of  material  recommended  for  disposition,  a 
and  c.lso  of  the  observations  and  opinions  submitted 
to  the  committee  by  division  and  project  leaders  in 
regard  to  systematizing  the  disposition  of  such 
material,  recommends  that  a  call  be  ma,d.e  in  the 
month  of  January  each  year  for  recommendations  by 
division  and  project  leaders  in  regard  to  the  dis- 
position of  material  thought  to  be  no  longer  of 
any  use, 

"In  case  of  urgent  need,  the  committee  recom- 
mends that  recommendations  by  division  or  project 
leaders  for  disposal  of  useless  material  may  be 
made  at  other  tim^es^" 

10.      RECORDS  TO  BE  KEPT  OF  IUM)S  ADVAMCED  FOR  TRAVELING  EXPENSES, 

The  Secretary's  memorandum  No.  33^1  stating  conditions  under 
which  employees  who  are  to  perform  official  travel  may  draw  in  advance 
Government  funds  for  traveling  expenses,  was  distributed  xvith  the 
Bureau  News  issued  March        The  Section  of  Supplies  and  Accounts  of 
the  bureau  v.i.11  keep  a  simple  record  of  the  amount  drawn  by  each  per- 
son and  of  expendittires  made  therefrom,  showing  at  all  times  the  net 
balance  due  the  Government  by  the  custodian  of  the  funds.    Of  course, 
each  employe  who  holds  such  funds  should  keep  a  very  careful  account 
thereof,  deducting  the  counts  of  all  vouchers  submitted  and  of  sunis 
returned  to  the  Disbursing  Clerk  of  the  Departm.ent,  and  entering  all 
suspensions  and  disallo^-Tances  from  vouchers  and  each  additional 
amount  issued. 

Request  for  the  advance  of  funds  should  be  made  out  in  tripli- 
cate on  Department  voucher,  Form  100,  and  the  statem^ent  of  reimburse- 
ment on  Department  Voucher,  Form  101 »    Number  101  is  similar  in  form 
to  the  regular  reimbursement  voucher,  Form  U,  but  contains  also  blanks 
for  reporting  on  the  condition  of  the  funds  issued  to  the  employe. 
The  application  voucher,  Form  No.  100,  will  be  kept  in  stocl^  by  the 
Bureau  Property  Clerk.    The  reimbursement  voucher,  No.  101,-'vill  be 
kept  in  stock  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  Division  of  Accounts, 
and  issued  as  may  be  necessary  only  to  officers  and  enix^loyes  to 
whom  advances  of  funds  have  been  made.

The  purpose  of  this  organiza- 
tion is  to  centralize,  coordinate  and  publish  all  inform-.tion  re- 
lating to  cocmercial  statistics,  legislation  and  treaties.

The  station  at  Chadburn  mil  be  conducted  in  connection  with  the 
State  CJollege  there.    Reports  on  this  crop  include  local  conditions 
and  shipments,  and  conditions  and  prices  in  northern  markets.

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1.    PROGEESS  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  WOOL  SECTION, 

Complications  in  the  collection  and  distribution  of  the  excess 
profits  in  the  I9IS  wool  clip  "by  the  Bareau  of  Markets,  have  arisen 
by  the  discovery  of  13^9  co-ontry  dealers  who  operated  without  permits 
and  of  whom  the  War  Industries  Board  had  no  Imowledge,    Since  the  wool 
handled  by  all  these  small  dealers  passed  through  the  hands  of  the  dis- 
tributing center  dealers,  it  is  impossible  to  make  cop^plete  distribu- 
tion of  excess  profits  collected  from  the  larger  dealers  until  complete 
reports  can  be  secured  from  all  these  country  dealers,  many  of  whom 
have  kept  no  adequate  records.    The  War  Industries  Board  had  issued 
permits  to  more  than  36OO  country  dealers,  so  the  Bureau  of  Markets 
now  finds  itself  compelled  to  deal  with  more  than  ^fiOO  merchant?  of 
this  class. 

The  total  collections  to  March  I9  amounted  to  $567,01349^,  of 
which  ^oucit  $101,569,62  had  been  distributed  to  3^,530  wool  growers. 

The  Bureau  of  Markets  "inherited"  the  work  of  the  War  Industries 
Board  Domestic  Wool  Section.    The  wool  dealers  of  the  United  States, 
operating  under  agreement  mth  the  War  liidustries  Board,  were  allowed 
only  specific,  limited  profits  .on  their  season's  business  plus  certain 
specific  items  of  expenditure.    All  surplus  at  the  end  of  the  season's 
business  constituted  excess  under  the  terms  of  this  agreement  and 
should  not  be  confused  with  the  excess  profits  tax  levied  by  act  of 
Congress,  with  which  it  has  nothing  to  do,. 

Permits  were  issued  to  two  classes  of  wool  dealers  •  country 
dealers  who  operated  locally  in  the  interior,  buying  the  wool  direct- 
ly from  farmers,  and  distributing,  center  dealers,  of  whom  there  were 
only  78  and  through  whom  the  Government  purchased  the  entire  domestic 
clip.    These  larger  dealers  purchased  direct  from  country  dealers  and 
growers  or  received  shipments  on  consignment,  most  of  the  wool  from 
the  plains  and  Rocky  Mountain  States  being  handled  on  the  latter  basis. 

Since  the  consignments  were  handled  by  the  Government  and  the 
dealers  were  reimbursed  by  the  Government  for  this  service,  there  was 
no  opportunity  for  excess  profits  to  accrue.    The  moneys  being  collect- 
ed by  this  bureau  are  obtained  almost  entirely  from  dealers  in  the 
territory  east  of  the  Mississippi  River  who  handled  what  was  known  as 
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"fleece  wools"  as  distinguished  from  "territory  wools".    The  greater 
part  of  the  excess  profits  being  collected  are,  therefore,  returned 
to  the  farmers  of  the  central,  eastern  and  southern  states,  many  of 
whom  own  very  small  flocks. 

It  should  "be  said  in  fairness  that  a  majority  of  the  wool 
dealers  realized  no  excess  profits,  and  a  majority  of  those  who 
made  excess  profits  have  paid  over  this  excess  to  the  Government 
in  accordance  with  their  agreement,    A  limited  number  of  dealers 
of  both  classes,  however,  have  failed  or  refused  to  pay  and  suits 
are  now  being  instituted  to  compel  the  enforcem.ent  of  the  regu- 
lations.   If  these  suits  are  successful,  approximately  another  half 
million  dollars  will  come  to  this  bureau  for  distribution, 

2.      BUKFAU  ADMINISTRATIVE  HANDBOOK  TO  BE  ISSUED  MARCH  ^1, 

The  Bureau  Administrative  Handbook  will  be  issued  March  3I 
and  thereafter  distributed  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  all  burea-u 
offices  in  Washington  and  in  the  field.    The  edition  is  of  125  copies 
in  two  volumes  containing  a  total  of  about  35^  mimeographed  pages. 
It  is  bound  in  loose  leaf  ring  binders,  so  that  subseciuent  changes 
or  corrections  can  be  easily  made-    In  addition  to  its  local  distribu- 
tion, one  copy  only  will  be  sent  to  each  branch  office.    In  joint 
offices  the  head  clerk  will  be  the  custodian  of  the  copy -Each  copy 
will  be  charged  against  the  Washington  office  or  the  branch  office 
to  which  it  is  iss"aed,  and  the  officer  in  charge  of  operation  should 
be  advised  immediately  of  any  loss  or  destruction  of  such  books,  or 
of  any  transfer  that  is  contemplated,    In  each  office  some  individual 
should  be  specified  as  its  custodian  and  the  officer  in  charge  of 
operation  advised «      It  will  be  charged  in  the  personal  records 
against  the  responsible  custodian  just  as  other  personal  articles 
such  as  brief  cases,  cameras,  etc -are  charged.    It  will  be  carried 
on  divisional  ar«i  btireau  inventory,  and  the  head  clerks  of  the  divi- 
sions anci  the  bureau  inventory  clerk  will  be  given  the  necessary  in- 
formation for  establishing  and  maintaining  these  records  by  the 
Central  Office  of  Operation.      Seventy-five  additional  copies  will  be 
prepared  as  soon  as  possible  and  distributed  to  the  Washington  and 
branch  offices  of  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates. 

The  assembling  of  the  material  for  this  book  and  its  arrange- 
m-ent,  editing  and  general  preparation,  and  the  writing,  editing  and 
checking  of  the  text  has  been  a  gradual  process  extending  over  several 
years.    It  is  based  on  bureau  memoranda,  including  the  regular  number- 
ed bureau  and  branch  office  series;  miscellaneous  unnumbered  memoranda; 
administrative  memoranda  from  the  Office  of  the  Secretary;  and  other 
miscellaneous  material  from  various  sovocces.    Such  a  compilation  of 
the  administrative  regulations  of  the  bureau  had  been  in  view  for 
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several  years  prior  to  191?  1  'but  the  act-oal  worli  was  begun  during 
that  year  by  the  collection  and  classification  of  the  material  up- 
on ^-^^ich  it  is  based. 

A  considerable  number  of  people  have  participated  in  the 
preparation  of  this  handbook.    Various  specialists  of  the  bureau 
staff  have  edited  the  parts  pertaining  to  their  respective  lines 
of  work,    Mr,  L.  C.  0*3rien,  formerly  an  Executive  Clerk  in  the 
central  office  of  the  Branch  of  Operation,  was  active  during  his 
term  of  service  in  the  preliminary  ivork  upon  the  preparation  of 
the  text.    The  larger  part  of  the  assembling,  grouping  ox  related 
subjects,  elimination  of  duplication  and  of  obsolete  regulations, 
checking  older  regulations  with  present  policies , indexing  and 
general  editing  of  this  book  has  been  done  by  Tyliss  M.  E,  Eeiger, 
of  the  central  office  of  the  Branch  of  Operation.    All  of  the 
work  done  has  been  under  the  general  supervision  of  Mr.  R.  V,  Bailey, 
Assistant  to  Chief  of  Bureau.

k.      TOBACCO  GRADES  IIT  PROSPECT. 

Plans  are  being  m.ade  in  the  bureau  for  investigations  in  the 
"Bright  Leaf"  tobacco  belt  of  North  Carolina,.  South  Carolina  and 
Virginia,  v^ich  may  lead  to  the  establishment  of  grades  on  that 
tj^e  of  tobacco.    At  present  about  fifty  private  grades  are  used 
by  the  trade  in  the  sales  of  "Bright  Leaf"  and  it  is  thought  that 
many  of  these  may  be  changed  or  eliminated  and  the  number  reduced 
to  eight  or  nine.    The  investigational  work  to  be  begun  in  the  near 
future  will  be  done  by  Mr.  E,  H,  Mathewson^  v?ho  will  be  employed 
jointly  by  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry. 
Mr.  Mathewson's  expenses  will  be  paid  by  the  state  of  North  Caro- 
lina.   This  will  mark  the  beginning  of  the  work  of  establishing 
Federal  grades  for  tobacco,    ^en  all  of  the  numerous  varieties  are 
classified,  probably  as  many  as  100  different  grades  will  be 
recognized*

6.  PEA^TUT  SHADES  MAY  BE  PROMULGATjED. 

Investigations  looking  toward  the  establishment  of  peanut 
grades  are  being  carried  on  by  Mr.  P.  M/"Tilliams,  of  the  Fruit 
and  Vegetable  Division,  who  is  now  making  a  three  weeks  ^  trip 
th-rough  the  South  for  this  purpose.    The  marketing  of  peanuts  is 
rather  complicated,  as  the  farm^er  sells  the  crop,  sometimes  through 
a  local  m.er chant  or  broker  to  a  shell er  or  cleaner,  who  makes  the 
nuts  ready  for  the  wholesaler  or  manufacturer.    Shelled  peanuts  are 
sold  chiefly  to  candy  m.anufacturers,  salters  and  makers  of  peanut 
butter.    T;7o  principal  types  of  peanuts  are  grown  in  the  United 
States  -  the  Spanish,  used  chiefly  for  the  shelled  product,  and  the 
VirgirJ.a,  sold  for  the  most  part  in  the  shell.    Owing  to  the  way  in 
which  peanuts  are  marketed  it  will  be  necessary  to  suggest  or  pro- 
m-iilgate  grades  for  "Earm^ers'  goods"  and  "Shelled  Goods"  on  Spanish, 
and  grades  for  cleaned  peanuts  will  also  h^ve  to  be  considered  on 
Virginias.    Before  making  studies  on  peanuts  in  Alabama,  Georgia, 
North  and.  South  Carolina  and  Virginia,  Mr.  Williams  will  go  to 
Laredo,  Tex,,  and  other  points  in  the  onion  belt  in  connection 
with  the  Market  News  Service  on  Bermuda  onions, 

7.  METING  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  fAARKET  EEPOPTS. 

The  Committee  on  Market  and  Crop  Reports  met  on  March  2M-. 
Mr.  Cr  A.  Burmeister  reviewed  briefly  the  history  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  reporting  service  on  live  stock  and  meats,  and  described 
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in  detail  the  different  reports  issued,  purposes  of  reports,  circur- 
lation,  vvpproximate  costs  and  results  attained.  IVIagv^interesting 
points  were  "brought  out  in  the  course  of  his  tall^/in  the  discussion 
that  followed* 

H.        BURTON.  IN  CHARGE  OF  THE  ADDRESSING  AHD  DUPLICATING 
SECTICH  of  the  bureau  has  suggested  that  a  more  complete  understand- 
ing of  the  equipment  and  capacity  of  the  section  might  lead  to  more 
efficient  cooperation  betwee,n  that  section  and  other  divisions  of  the 
"bureau.

In  the  field,  each  place  (or  firm)  visited  is  given  a  separate 
page  and  on  it  all  information  (including  date  of  visit  and  employe's 
name)  concerning  the  visit  is  recorded.  Upon  return  to  headCLuarters, 
these  separate  visits  are  filed  under  the  name  of  the  place  (or  firm) 
visited,  and  cross-indexed  under  the  name  of  the  employee  making  the 
visit,  and  the  subject  discussed. 

This  method  has  been  fp-ond  to  mak©  available  a  vast  amount  of 
information  concerning  our  work  which  would  not  be  available  in  case 
the  old  style  field  note  book  had  been  used.
